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HE Deputies of the Six Nations 
having, at their hft Viiit, agreed to 
releafe their Claim to all the Land 
on both Sides of the River Safque" 
hanmby as far South as this Province 
extends, and to the Northward to 
thofc called the EndUfs Mountains^ or Kittochtinny 
Hills*, in Confideration whereof, they then re- 
ceived a large Quantity of valuable Indian Good.s 
for the Lands fituate on theEaftern Side of the faid 
River, but declined at that Time to receive ^ny 
for thofe on the Weftern Side of the faid River, 
chufing to defer the fame till another Vifit j a large 
Number arrived from thefe^ations at Philadelphia^ 
on Wednejday the 30th of "June^ with Deputies duly 
impo.wered to receive the faid Goods ; and ac- 
quainted the Governor, that being weary fron» 
the'Farigue of their long Journey, they fhould 
crave three or four'Days to reft themfelves before 
they proceeded to their Bufinefe : In the mean Time 
they would wait on the Governor to difcourfe^ -j.^- 
cording to their ufual Method, about "^^nn^ -accv^ 
other Occurrences; which the Goveiwot xe.-a.^X^

* Onas.* And on the Goverdor's fignifying they 
would be glad to know. what it was, the Chief 
proceeded. 

* Br£THR.EK, : 

* It is our Way when we come to our Brethren, 

* or any other Perfons, whom we live in ftrift 

* Fricndfliip with, to remove all Obftru^lions to 

* a good Unfterftanding ; with this View we are 

* to inform you of a Piece of diCigreeable News 

* that happened in our Journey. -i-Some White 

* People, living at a Place called Corugocbeegoe^ 

* whofe Names we cannot tell, nor whether they 

* belong to this or the neighbouring Government, 

* but one of them, as we heard, had his Houfe 

* burnt over his Head fome Years ago, and-he was 

* brought down a Prifoner, and committed to the 

* Gaolof this City : Thefe People lighting of our 

* young Warriors, as they were hunting, made 

* fome Propofals about the purchaling of Land 
< from them, and our young Men being indif- 
^ creet, and unacquainted with public Bufinefs, 

* were, foolifh enough to hearken to them, and 

* to receive five Duffil Strowds for two PktAaXvotc^ 

* on the River Cohongoronto. A. Conejlojoe Indian^ 
' and a French Indian^ and fome otSiv^x^ ^^X. ^^^^ 
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in Company, had three Duffil Strowds, and 
went away with thent; and our young Men 
carried off the other two. As foon as this came 
to: our Knowledge, wefent for our Warriors, 
and after examining and rebuking them feverely, 
we took away their two Strowds, and publickly 
cenfured them for exppdngus to our Brethren of 
Penfytvania^ ip doing a i Ijng fo ihconfiftent 
widb our Engagements to them; '* You are, 
faid we aloud, that all our People might hear 
and take Notice, to know and remem^r, that 
the Six Nations have obliged themfelves to fell 
none of the Land that fells within the Province 
of Penfylvania^ to any other but our Brother 
Onas^ and that to fell Lands to any other is an 
high Breach of the League- of Friendfliip." 
Brethren, this rafh Proceeding of our young 
Men makes, us afhamed. We always mean 
well, and fhall perform faithfully what we have 
promifed : And we afTure you, this Affair was 
tranfaiS^ed in the Manner we have related, with- 
out our Privity or Confent. And that you may 
be fully convinced of this, and of the Sincerity 
of our Intentions, we have brought you thefe 
two Strowds [here he prefented two red Strowds 
to the Governor'^ they are the very Strowds our 
foolifli young Men received ; we took them from 
them, and. we give them to you, to return to 
thofe white People who made the Bargain, and 
defire w;hcn -the Strowds are returned to them, 
they may be told what we now fay, and that we 
{hall not confirm fuch Bargains, nor any other 
that may interfere with our ^Engagements to our 
Brother Ojwjx/, • ' 
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The Governor then fpoke : 

^ BRETHR£Ky 

* I thank you for this Piece of News ; you have 
^ taken this Matter perfbSQy right. Ail JSargain- 
^ ing for Land within this Province is, to be fure, 
^a manifeft Breach of your Contraft with the 
^ Proprietor, and what we know you will not 

* countenance. We have hithcito found the Six 
' Nations faithful to their En^^ments, and thi$ 
^ is a frelh Inftance of their Piinftuality. You, 
^ could not help thefe. Miflakes of your young 
^ Men ; they were not dohe in your Prefence : 
^ But as feveral Ihconveniencies may arife from^ 

* thefe kind of clakideftine Sales, or from any 

* fuch foofc Sales of Land by your People, we de*. 

* fure you will, on your Return Home, give public 

* Notice to all your Warriors, not to bargain for 

* any Land ; or if they do, that you will not^ 

* confirm fuch Bargains; and that this very Affair, 

* together with what you have done therein, m^iy 

* be particularly reported to all your Nation a(^ 
' fembled in Council.' 

The Onondaga Chief promifed to give, 
public Notice j and defiring Liberty to 
mend his former Speech, he proceeded : 

« B&BTHREN, 

* I forgot one Circumftance :. Our People, whcr 

* pretended to fell the Land, demanded a Belt of 

* Wampum of the Buyers to carry to their Chiefs y 

^ and on their declaring they had rvoW^m^wxcvv 

* our Warriors fatd^ they would rvox. ^xvlvrcx ^'^^. 
^ their Chiefs would confirm tV\U 'B2ccc?\iv-, ^v«e^ 
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• they never did any thing of this Natiire without

The Governor, after a (hort Paufe, fpokc :

** tians. On this Difcovery, the ^wtghiwees were

To infarce this Rifuefi^ I prifixt you with 
this String ijf Wampum. 

The Onondago Chief, in Reply, faid: 
Brethren, 

* We take this Information kindly at your 

* Hands; we will take this String of Wampum 
^ home with us to our Lodgings, and there con- 
^ fult about the moft regular and proper Steps to 

< be taken by us to anfwer your £xpe(3^tions ; and 

* when we have duly confidered iV^ Mi^XXvc^ xi^ 
' will return you an Anfwer.*

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Upon this the Governor put an End to the 
Conference; and calling for Wine, and other Li- 
quorsy according to the InMan Cuftom, after a 
decent and chearful Entertainment, the Indians 
withdrew.

It being judg'd proper, at this critical Timej 
when w^ are in daily Expcftatidn of a French War,* 
to found the Indians^ and difcover what Depen- 
dance we might have on them, in cafe their Aicf 
Ibould be wanted^ an handfome Dinner was pro- 
vided for their Chiefs, and afker they had made an 
hearty Meal, and drank his Majefty's Health, the 
Proprietor's, and the Health of the Six Nations^ the 
Chiefs gave the folemn Cry, in Teftimony of their 
Thanks for the Honour done them. Andfoon 
after the Governor began, in a free Way, to en- 
quire for what Reafon the Senecas were not come 
down, fmce they4)ad an equal Share of the Goods 
with the other Nations.— —CVwitf^/^^^^, their 
Speaker, faid, ' The Senecas were in great Diftrefs, 

* on Account of a Famine that raged in their Coun- 

* try, which had reduced them to fuch Want, 
.* thut d father bad been obliged to kill two of 

* his 
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< hk Children, to pf eferve his owis' and the reA oi 
^ bis Family's Lives; and they could not now^ 
^ €ome down, but had giuen Dirediiofi^ about'

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^ He did not fet on foot this Enquiry from any 

* Sufpicion he had of the Six Nations wanting a 

* due Regard for the ^/riT^.-— Our Experience 

* of their Honour and Faith, faid he, would not 

* permit us to think any other of them, than 

* that they would efteem our Friends their Friends, 

* and our £ne;mies their Enemies, agreeable to the 

* ftria Union which had ever fubfifted between 
^ us. As to the Governor of Canada^ he told 

* them they need not mind what he faid. — ■ 

* The Englijh^ on equal Terms, had beat the 
^ Fritithj and could beat them again : And were 

* they but to confider the Advantages which the 

* EngUJb have*, by pofleffing fo many large and 
^ populous Countries, and fo many good Ports on 

* the Continent of America^ they would foon fee 

* who had moft Reafon to fear a War, the French

Here the Converfation dropped ; and after ano- 
ther Glafs of JVine, the Indians refumed the Dif- 
courfe, by afking whether their Brethren had not 
been for .ome Time engaged in a War with the 
King of Sfainy and what Succefles they had met 
with. 

The Governor told them, the King of Great 
Britain lived in an Ifland, and being furrounded 
with the Sea, his chief Strength lay in bis Ships ; 
in which he was fo much fuperlor to his Enemies, 
that they were feldom to be met with on the broad 
Ocean, but fculk'd and hid themfelves, only ven- 
turing out now and then ; and whenever they did, 
they were almoft fure to be taken ; and that the 
King of Great-Britain had,- with his Ships, beat 
dawn^ or taken, ffevctaLof the Spaniards great Forts 
& ^/y7i*;^;~The InAiqm feiA^rhe^ ^^x^ ^\^fe.4 
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to hear Aeir Brethren were an Over-match for 
their Enemies^ and wi(h'd them good Succefd. 

The Governor then enquired into the State and 
Condition of the Nations, to the Weftward of the 
Great Lakes, and whether they had any Warriors 
then in thofe Countries ? Whether they had con- 
cluded Peace with the Southern Indians? And 
whether they had heard what their Deputies batt 
done at Alhawft 

Thej made Anfwer: That they had always 
Abundance of their Men out amongft the Nati- 
ons fititftte to the Weft of their Lakes*— — That 
they had kindled a Fire with a vafl many Nations, 
fome whereof were Tributaries, and they had a 
good Undcrlhnding withal.— They fct out from 
their own Country in Company with two Sets of 
Deputies, one going to hold a Treaty with the 
Southern Indians^ and they bdieved a Peace v^uld 
be concluded : The other going to meet the Go- 
vernor of New-Tork^ at Many j but they could 
not tell what had been done at either Place. 
On their Return, they were to hold a general Coun- 
cil, and would inform their Brethren of thefe Par- 
ticulars* 
-Then the Governor put an End to the Confe- 
rence, by telling the Indians the Goods would be 
delivered to them at a Council to be held To- 
morrow Afternoon at the Meeting-H^uie* 
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AtaCOUNCIL held in the Meeting- 
Houfe, Philadelphia^ July 6, 1 742.

a new Road was made and clear-clj a new Fire 
kindled) and the Chain of Friendfhip made 
ftronger, fo as to laft while the Sun and Mooi^ 
endure. 

' And now we cannot but congratulate ourfelves, 
that your coming (hould happen at a Time, when 
we are in daily Expedbtion of a War being de- 
cided between the- King, of England^ and the 
French King, well knowing that (hould fuch a 
War happen, it muft very, fcnfibly afFefl you,, 
confideringjour Situation in tifie Neighbourhood 
' of Canada. Your coming at this Junflure is- 
' particularly fortunate, fmce it gives us an Op- 
' portunity of mentioning feveral Things that may 
: be' ncceflary to be fettled, between People fo- 

• ffriiUy and clofely united as we are.-— An. Union 
^ not to be expreffed by any Thing Tcfi than th^ 
^ affectionate Regards which Children of the fame

< as Owners of that Land, to receive fuch a Con-

^ It is cuftomary with us to make a Prefent of 

* Skins, whenever we renew our Treaties. We 

* are afiiamed to offer our Brethren fo few, but 
' your Hprfes an j Cows have eat t;he Grafs our 

* Deer uCed to feed on. This has made them 

* fcarce, and. will, we hope, ple^d in Excufe for 

* our' not bringing a larger Quantity. If we could 

* have fpared more, we would h^ve given more ; 

* but we are really poor ; and defire you'll not 

* confider the Quantity, but, few as they are, ac- 

* cept them in Teftimpny of our Regard.* 

Here they gave the Governor a Bundle of Skins* 

The Governor immediately replied : 

< Brethren, 

• We thank you for the many Declarations of 

* Refpe£t you have given us, in this folemn Re- 

* ncwal of our Treaties : -We receive, and (halt 

* keep, your String and Belts of Wampum, as 

* Pledges of your Sincerity, and drf\t^ ^ofe n^^ 

' g^yc you may be carefiily pitfeiNtA^ ^ T^^- 
.^ monies of ours. 
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* In Anfwer to what you fay about the Proprie- 

* taries. — They are all abfent, and have taken thQ 

* Keys of their Cheft with them ; fo that we can- 

* not, on their Behalf, enlarge the Quantity of 

* Goods : Were they here, they might, perhaps^ 

* be more generous ; but we cannot be liberal for 

* them. — ^The Government will, /however, takc^ 

* yourRequeft into Confideration ; and in Regard 
^ to your Poverty, may perhaps make you a Vre-'^ 
^ fent. I but juft mention this now, intencfing to 

* refer this Part of your Speech to be anfwercd at 

* our next Meeting. 

' The Number of Guns, as weWas every Thing 

* elfe, anfwers exa£Hy with the Particular^ fpeci- 

* fied in your Deed of Conveyance, which is more 

* than was agreed to" be given you. It was your 

* own Sentiments, that the Lands on the Weft-fide 

* of Sajquehannah were not fo valuable as thofe 
^ on the Eaft; and an Abatement was to be made, 

* proportionable to the Difference in Value : But 

* the Proprietor overlooked this, and ordered the 
^ full Quantity to be delivered, which you will 

* look on as a Favour. 

* It is very true, that Lands arc of late become 
*^ more valuable ; but what raifes their Value ? Is 
^ it not entirely owing to the Induftry and Labour 

* ufed by the white reople, in their Cultivation 
^ and Improvement ? Had not they come amongft 
^ you, thefe Lands would have been of no Ufe to 
^ you, any farther than to maintain you. And is 

* there not, now you have fold fo much, enough 

* left for all the Purpofes of Living ?— 'What you 
^ fay of the Goods, that they are foon worn out, 

* is applicable to every Thing ; but you know very 
^ well, that they coft a great deal of Money ; and 
^ the Value of Land is no more than it is worth 

^ in Money. • 



< -On your foEoxer Complaints againft People's 
^ fettling in the Lands on J^miata^ and from thence 
' all along on the River Safquehannah as far as 

* Mahaniahy^ iom& M4giftrates were fent exprefely 
< to remove them., and we thought no Perfons 

* would prefume to ftay after -that.' 

Here they interrupted the Xjovernor, and faid : 
— " Thefe Berfons who were fent did not do 
^' their Duty : So &r frooi removing the People, 
^* they made Surveys for themfelves, and they are 
" are in League with the Trefpaflers. We deGre 
'Vmore effectual Methods may be uied, and' ho- 
" nefter Petfbns employed." 

Which the Governor promifed, and then pro- 
ceeded :

Refolved^ 

That it is highly fit and proper that a Prefent be 
made to the faid Indians at this Time. 

And it is the Opinion of this Board, that the 
faid Prefent fhould be of the Value of 500 /. or at 
leaft 300 /. 

And it is recommended to Mr. Logan^ Mr. 
PreJloHy and Mr. Lawrence^ to acquaint Mr. Kin^ 
fy<i the Speaker of the Ailembly, with the Opinion 
of this Board ; and that they requefl him to confer 
with fuch other Members of the Aflembly as ^re in 
Town, and report their Sentiments thereupon. 

The Board taking into Confideration the Threats 
exprefled by the Indians^ at the Treaty Yefterday, 
againU tiiQ Inhabitants of Maryland^ fettled on cer- 
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tain Lands on the Wefl-fide of SafptAaimab^ which 
the Indians claim, and for which thej require Sa* 
tisfa£lion; and confiderin^, that ihould thofe 
Threats, in any Sort be put in Execution, not otAj 
die Inhabitants of Maryland^ but of this Govern* 
ment, and all his Majefty's Subje£k on the Northern 
Continent of America^ may thereby be involved in 
much Trouble, it is the Opinion of this Boards 
that the Governor write to the Governor of Mary- 
land without Ddfjy^ to inform him of the Indians 
Complaints and Threats, and to requeft a fatis- 
fadlory Anfwer ; and that his Letter be fent by a 
fpecial Meflenger, ^t the public Expence.

The firfl related to the violent Battery com« 
mitted on ffllliam JVebb^ in the Forks of Delaware^ 
whereby his Jaw-bone was broke, and his Life 
greatly endangered, by an unknown Indian. Ca* 
najfateego repeating the MefTage delivered to the 
Six Nations by Shickcalan^, in the Year 1740, with 
a String of Wampum, faid in Anfwer : * The Six 
^ Nations had made diligent Enquiry uvjto lli<& K^vc^ 

vo*. m c ^ ^tA 



* and bad found out the Indian who had commit- 
^ ted the Fa£l; he liv^ near A/opus^ and had been 
^ ex^minedand feverely reprov'd : And they hoped, 

< as H^liam JVehb was recovered, the Governor 
^ would not exped any further Punifhment ; and 

< therefore they returned the String of Wampum 

* received from their Brethren, by the Hand of 
^ Shickcalamy^ in token that they had fully complied 
^ with their Requeft.' 

I thank'd them, faid he, for their Care ; but re- 
minded them, that though the Man did not die, yet 
be lay a long Time in extreme Mifery, and would 
never recover the free Ufe of his Speech, and was 
rendered lefs able to get his Livelihood ; and in 
f^ch Cafes the Englijb Laws obliged the AfTailant 
to make good all Damages, befides paying for the 
Pain endured.— —But as the Indian was, in all 
Probability, poor, and unable to make Satisfa£lion, 
1 told thep, that for their Sake I would forgive 
him \ adding,, had fffebb died, I. make no Doubt 
but you WQuld have put the Indian to Death, juft 
as we did two of our People who had killed an 
Indian \ we caufed them to-be hung on a Gallows, 
in. the Prefence of many Hundreds of our People, 
to deter all others from doing the like, Canajfa^ 
teego made me tfeis Reply : ' The Indians know 

• no Punifliment but Death j they have no fuch 

• Thing as pecuniary Mulfts ; if a man be guilty 

• of a Crime, he is either put to Death, or the Fault 

• is overlook'd. We have often, heard of your 

• hanging up thof|? tyvo Perfons ; but as none of 

• our Indians faw the Men die, many believe they 

• were not hanged, but tranfported to fomc other 

• Colony : Ana it would be fatisfadlory to the /;/- 

• diansy if, for the future, fome of them be fent 
' foTy to be WitnefTes of fuch Executions.* I 

s/fhred theniy that whoever gp^ vVv^m >^^\.\tvlcyt- 
Oiation abiifed them-, for S\^ Y'^rtoti-^ cti\.^tv\>j 
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fuffered Death, and in the Prerence of all the 
Ptoplfc 

Canajateego' Am iproccticd to rive an Anfwcr' 
to whkt was fi^id to them the 2dTnlhint, relating to- 
Lefirfs Letter: * THat they had, in Council, 
^ confidered' in i^at Mannbr the Matter recom-

* they were of Opinion, that astHe Shawanefej not

' by a Deed under their Hands and Seals to the

* Notice of what we have further to fay to you. 

* This String of Wampum ferves to forbid you, 

* your Children and Grand -children, to the lateft 

* Pofterity for ever, meddling in Land-affairs.^ 
' neither you, nor any who iball defcend from 

* you, are ever hereafter to prcfume to fell any 

* Land : For which Purpofe you are to preferve 

* this String, in Memory of what your Uncles 

* have this Day given you in Charge. — ^Wc have 

* fome other Bufinefs to tranfaft with our Bre- 

* thren, and therefore depart the Council;^ and 
^ confider what has been faid to you.*

To thefe feveral Points the Governor mad 
the following Reply. 

* ^Knrn'BiEJH of the Six Natims^ 

* The Judgment you have juft now pafled o; 
' your Coufins the Deknvares^ confirms the higi 

* Opinion we have ever entertained of the Juftic 

* of the Six Nations. This Part of your Charafliei 
' for which you are defervedly famed, made u 

* wave doing ourfelves Juilice, in order to giv< 

* you another Opportunity of convincing th 

* World' of your inviolable Attachment to you 
^ Engagements. Thefe unhappy People migb 
^ have always lived eafy, having never received tb< 

* leaft Injury from us ; but we believe fome o 

* our own People were bad enough to impo£ 
' on their Credulity, and engage them in theii 
^ wrong Meafures, which we Yfiih, for their Sake» 

/ they had avoided* 

• W< 
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^Wc hoped, from what we have conftantly 
given in Charge to the Indian Traders, that they 
would have adminiftred no juft Caufe of Com- 
plaint : If they do you Wrong, it is againft our 
Inclinations, and contrary to our exprefs Di- 
regions. As you have exhibited no particular 
Charge againft them, we fhall ufe our beft En- 
deavours to perfuade them to give you as much 
for your Skins as they can poflibly afford ; and to 
take Care that their Goods, which they give in 
Exchange fortkins, be of the heft Sort. We 
will likewife order you fome Rum to ferve you 
on your Journey Home, fince you defire it, 

* Wc wifli there had been more Room and bet- 
ter Houfes provided for your Entertainment j 
but not expefting fo many of you, we did the 
beft we could. *Ti8 true, there are a great many 
Houfes in Town, but as they are the Property 
of other People, who have their own Families 
to take Care of, it is difficult to procure Lodg-' 
ings for a large Number of People, efpecially if 
they come unexpe^dly. 

\ We entertain the fame Sentiments of the Abi* 
lities and Probity of the Interpreter, as you have 
expreffed. We were induced at firft to make 
Ufe of him in this important Truft, from his 
being known to be asreeable to you, and one 
who had lived amongft you for fome Years, in 
good Credit and Efteem with all your Nations ; 
And have ever found him equally faithful to botb. 
We are pleafed with the Notice you have taken 
of him, and think he richly deferves it at your 
Rands. We fhall not be wanting to make him 
ft fuitable Gratification, for the many good fuul 
faithful Services he hath done this Government. 

* We have already given Orders for Wajggons 
* to carry your Goods, and for a Supply of Iwvi- 
^ fions to ferve you on the Road in your Return 
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* Home, whene ^we heartily wifh you may arrive - 

* in good Health.' 

After the Governor had corichidedi Mr; Logon 
^returned an Anfwer to that Part of CanaJJateego\ 
•Speech, which related to him, and faid, < Th^ 

* not only upon the Account of his Lamenefs, df 

* which the Indians themfelves were Witneffes ; 

* but on Account of another Indi^ofition, which 
^ about three Years fmce had laid him under an 

* Incapacity of expreffing himfelf with his former 
^ ufual Freedom, he iiad been obliged to Uv)if xe- 

* tired in the Country. But that our ifirft Pro- 

* prietor, the Hoijourahlc William Ptm, who had 

* ever been a Father and true Friend to all the 

* Indians^ having about forty Years fince recom- 

* mended them to his particular Care ; he had al- 
^ ways, from his own IncUnation, as well as fix>m 

* that ftri& Charge, endeavoured to convince all 
^ ttbe Judiansy that he was their tme Friend ^ an^d 
< was now weU pteaied, that after a Trad of 
^ ib many Years, they wert not infenfible of 

* it. He thanked them kindly for their Prefent, 

* and hesrrtHr joined with them in their Defires, 

* that this Government may always be fumiflied 

* with Perlbns of equally good Inclinations, and 

* not only with fuch, but ^fo with better Abilities 

* to ferve them.* 

And then Cana(faUeg9 &td. He had forgot to 
mention, that Shickcalatm and Caxhayn had been 
employ'd on feveral Mellages to this Government, 
and defiled they might be cofifidered on that Ac> 
count.

The Board taking into Confideration the Regu- 
lation of the neceffary Expences of the Indians tra- 
relling down hither, and returning ; and upon an 
Eftimate made by Conrad Weifer, amounting to 
about one hundred founds, it appearing that the faid 
Sum of 100 /. will be n^idTaiy to be advanced to 
Conrad Wtifer to defray ihofe Expences ; Mr, Lo- 
gan, on the Proprietaries Behalf, propofes to ad- 
vance 40 /. and the Treaforer declaring he had no 
public Money in his Hands, and that if -he had, 
he would not advance Money without the Aflem- 
bly's Order ; it is recommended to Mr. Prejton 
and Mr. Lawrence, to confer with Mr. Kinfey, and 
know whether he, as Speaker of the Affembly, 
and Truftee of the Loan-Office, will advance the 
other 60 /.

H E Governor and the Commiflioncrs 
took fome of the Indian Chiefs by the 
Hand, and after they had feated them- 
felves, the Governor bid xhttn >n^co\w^ 
into the Governmenl •, 2LtvA \!cvcv^>o€vt^ 
Vjiie and Punch prepared for tbtm^ xSaa G w^^^s* 
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Governor and the feveral Commiffioners drank 
Health to the Six Nations i znd CanaJaUeg^^ 
Tachanoontia^ and fome other Chiefs, returned the 
Compliments, drinking the Healths of * Onas^ f 
AJfaragoa^ and the Governor of Maryland. 

After they were all ferved with Wine, Punch, 
Pipes and Tobacco, the Governor told the Indians^ 
that as it was cuftomary, and indeed neceflary, they 
Ihould have fome Time to reft after fo long a 
Journey, and as he thought three Days would be 
no- more than fufficient for that Purpofc, he pro- 
pofed to fpeak to them on Monday next ; after which, 
the honourable Commiffioners would take their own 
Time to deliver what they had to fay. 

CJNASSATEEGO anfwered the Governor: 
We thank you for giving us Time to reft ; we arc 
come to you, and uiall leave it intirely to you to 
appoint the Time when we fhall meet you 
again. We likewife leave it to the Governor 
of Maryland^ by whdfe Invitation we came here, to 
appoint a Time when he will pleafe to mention the 
Keafon of his inviting iis. As to our Brother AJfa^ 
ragoa^ we have at this prefent Time nothing to (ay 
to him ; not but we have a great deal to fay to 
AJfaragooy which muft be faid at one Time or 
another ; but not being fatisfied whether he or we 
ihould begin firft, we ihall leave it wholly to our 
Brother Onas to adjuft this between us, and to fay 
which {ball begin firft.

AT a Treaty, held by me two Years ago, 111 
Behalf of the Government of PenfyTvania^ 
with a Number of the Chiefs of the Indians of the 
^'* Nations, I was defired by them to write to the 
Governor of Maryland concerning fome Lands in 
the back Parts of that Province, which they claim 

* Right to from their Conquefts over the ancient 
'^offeflbrs, and which have been fettled by fome of 
^he Inhabitants of that Government, without their 
Confent, or any Purchafe made from them. It 
^as at that Time underftood that the Claim was 
^pon Maryland only ; but it has fince appeared, by 
fome Letters formerly wrote by Mr. Prcfident La- 

Vol. IL D i^an 
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gan to the late Governor of Maryland^ that it re* 
Tftted likewife to fome Lands in the back Parts of 
Virginia. The Governors of thoTe Colonies foon 
manifefted a truly equitable Drfpofition to coiiie to. 
any reafonable Terms with the Six Nations on 
account of thofe Lands, and defired, that for that 
End a Time and Place mi^t be fixed for a Treaty 
with them$ but before this could be effefted, an 
unfortunate Skirmifli happened in the back Parts of 
Virgimaj between fome of the Militia there, and a 
Party of the ImUan Warriors of the Six NattM^ 
with fome Lofs on both Sides. ' Who were the Ag- 
cfefibrs fs not at thi^Time to be difcufied, both Parties 
having agreed to bury that Affair in Oblivion, and 
the Government of Virginia having, in Token of 
the Continuance of their Friendlhip, prefented the 
Six Nations^ throueh my Hands, with Goods to 
the Value of One Hundred Pounds Sterling. To 
prevent further Hoflilines, and to heal this Breach, 
I had, before the Prefcnt was given, made a Tender 
of my good Office ; which both Parties accepted, 
and contented, on my Inflances, to lay dbwn their 
Arms : Since which the Faith pledged to me has 
been mutually preferved, and a Time and Place 
has been agreed upon, through my Intervention, 
for accommodating all Differences, and for fettling 
a firm Peace, Union and Friendfhip, as well be- ' 
tween the Government of Virginia as that of 
Maryland^ and the Indians of the Six Nations •, 
The honourable the Commiffioners for thefe two 
Governments, and the Deputies of the Six Nations^ 
are now met at the Place appointed for the Treaty. 
It only remains therefore for me to fay, that if my 
luither good Offices (hall be thought ufeful for

It is true^ that above Oneflundred Years 
ago the Dutch came here in a Ship, and hroi^^ 
with them feveral Goods; fuch as Awls, Kmves, 
Hatchets, Guns, and many other Particulars, which 
Afsj eave us; and when they had taught us bow 
to ufe their Things, and we faw what Sort of 
People they were, we were fo well pleafed with 
them, that we tied their Ship to the Buihes.on the 
Shore ; and afterwards, liking them (Ull better . the 
longer they flaid with us, and thinking the JBuifhes 
too ilender, we removed the Rope, and tied it to 
the Treea; and as the Trees were liable to be 
blown down by high Winds, or to decay of them* 
ielves, we, from the ASoEdon we bore them, again 
removed the Rcnpe, and tied it to a ftronc and big 
Hock [ben the Interpreter faidy they mean tSf Oneido 
CeutUry] and not content with this, for its further 
Security, we removed the Rope to the hie Moun* 
tain [here the Interpreter faid^ they mean we Onoo* 
^ga Country] and there we tied it very faft, and 
roU'd Wampum about it ; and, to make it ftill 
more fecure, we ftood upon the Wampum, and 
£it down upon it, to defend it, and to prevent any 
Hurt coming to it, and did our beft Endeavours 
that it might remain uninjured for ever. During 
all this Time the New-comers, the Dutch^ acknow* 
kdged our Right to the Lands, and folicited us, 
^Aom Time to Timej to grant them Parts of our 

Countryt 
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Cwmlkfi and- Co enter into Z^eague and Covenant 
wkh 11$^ and to become one People with us. 
' After ttiif, An Engiijh came into the Country, 
iBd| as we were tdld, became one People with the 
JOtdih. About two Years after the Arrival of the 
E^gBfiyUk Englifi Governor came to Jlkmy^ and 
finding what great Friendfliip fubfifted between us 
and the Dtiichj he approved it mightily, and delired 
CD make as ftrong a League, and to be upon as 
sood Terms with us as the Dutch were, with whom 
ne was united, and to become one People with us : 
'And by his further Care in looking into indiat had 
paffiMl between us, he found that the Rope which 
tied the Ship to the great Mountain was only iaft- 
«ned widi Wampum, which was liable to break 
jAd rot, and to periih in a Courfe of Years j he 
- therefore told us. He would give us a Silver Chain, 
^IVhich would be much ftronger, and would laft for 
ever. This we accepted, and iaftened the Ship 
with it, and it has lafted ever flnce. Indeed we 
have had fome fmall DiflFerences with the ^ngUJh^ 
-and, during thefe Mifunderftandings, fome of their 
young Men would, by ¥ray of Reproach, be every 
now and then telling us, that we (hould have periili* 
ed if thejr had not come into the Country, and fur* 
nifhed us with Strowds, and Hatchets, and Guns^ 
and other Things neceflary for the Support of Life i 
but we always gave them to underftand that they 
were miftaken, that we lived before they came 
amongft us, and as well, oir bett^, if we may be? 
lieve what our Forefathers h»ve told us. We had 
then Room enough, and Plenty of Deer, which was 
eaiily caught ; and tho' we had not Knives, Hat«> 
diets, or Guns, fuch as we have now, yet we had 
Knives of Stone, and Hatchets of Stone, and Bows 
and Arrows, and thofe ferved our Ufes as well 
then, as the EngUJh ones do now. We are now 
flraitcned, and fomctimgs in vmit of Hw:* ^nd 
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liable to many other Inconveniencies- fince.tbe 
Englijh came among U8, and paiticularly from tTi4t 
Pen and Ink Work that is going on at the Table 
(pointing to the Secretary) and we will give you ah 
Inftance of this. Our Brother Onas^ a great whUe 
ago, came to Jlbany to buy the Safquehafinah Lanas 
of us ; but our Brother the Govcrnor-of Ar<?ic7-1^;F, 
who, as we fuppofe, had not a good Underftand^ 
ing with our Brother Onas^ advifed us not to ftll 
him any Land, for he would make an ill Ufe of it; 
and, pretending to be our good Friend, he advifed 
us, in order to prevent Onas% or any other Perfon's 
impoAng upon us, and that we might always have 
our Land when wc fhould want it, to put it into 
his Hands ; and told us, he would keep it for out 
Ufe, and never open his Hands, but' keep t^exn 
clofe (hut, and not part with any of it, but at our 
Requeft. Accordingly we trufted him, and put bai: 
Land into his Hands, and charged him to keep it 
fafe for our Ufe ; but, fome Time after, he went 
to England^ and carried our Land with hiip, anA 
there fold it to our Brother Onas-^ for a large Sum cf 
Money ; and when, at the Inftance of our Brother 
Onasy we were minded to fell him fome Lands, he 
told us he had fold the Safqtiehannah Lands already 
to the Governor of New-York^ and- that he had 
bought them from him in England \ tho', when hfe 
came to underftand how 4!he Governor of Ntod-Tsr'k 
had deceived us, he- very generoufly paid u? for our 
Lands over agaiii; ■ '•« * •' ' *' *"':: 

Tho* we- mention this Inftance of Jin Impofition 
put upon U6 by the Governor of A^i^wl^r^, 'yet We 
muft do the Englijh the Juftice to fay, we have had 
their hearty Affiftances in our Wars^ with the 
French^ who were no fooner arrived amongft' u?, 
than they began to rendeF us uneafy/ 'and to pro- 
voke us to War", and we - had' fevchal Wars = w^ift 
ibemj daring all v^hichi wc conftantly received 



Affiftance from the EngUJhy and) by their Means, 
wfe^hiVfr al^^i^s 'tecrt aW^ tojkcep ap bUr ficads 
againft their Attacks. ' '- c * 

We now come nearer Home. We have had your 
l3eed& interpreted tQU^ s^ndiw&^aqknowled^e them 
to be good and valid, and that the Conejtogoe or 
Safyuwantiah Indians hzd a Right to fell thofe Lands 
to you, for they were then theirs ; but fince that 
Time we have conquered them, and their Country 
nqwbdlong^ tb ue, and the Lands wfe demanded 
Satisfa£lion fpr are no Part of the Lands coniprized 
in iHbfe tweeds ^ they are the * Cohongorofiias Lands ; 
thofe, we are fure, you have not poflcffed One 
Hundred Years, no, nor above Ten Years, and 
we made our Deniaods fo ibon as we knew your 
People were fettled in thofe Parts. Thefe have 
never b^n fold, 'but;femaiit'{Hll to be difpofed bf^ 
and w0 are well pleafed to hear you are pi'ovided 
with Gpbdsy/u^d do aiTiire you of our Willingnefs 
to treat with you for thofe unpurchafed Lands; in 
Confirmation whereof, we prefent you with this 
Belt of; Wampum.* / ' 

fThich was received with the ufual Ceremonies,

GJl^JSSJTEEOO added, that as the thiiee 
Governors of Virginia^ Maryland^ and Penfylvanidy 
had divided the Lands among them, they could 
not, for this ReafoQ, tell how much each, had got, 
nor were they concerned about it, fo that they were 
paid hf^\ thtf Governors for the feretal Parts each 
poflcffed ; and this they left to their Honour and 
Juftice. ,' \ ■ '

In the Year 1736, four of your Sachims wrote 
a Letter to James Logan^ £fq; then Prefident of 
Penfyhania^ to let the Governor of Virginia know 
Ibat/ou expeded fome Confideration for Lands in 

the 
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the Occupation of fome of the People of Vlrgima. 
Upoo fisnng ^iGfXfj of this Letter, the Goremor^ 
wiA ^ Cwndl ot Firguiia^ took fome Time to 
eonfider of it Thejr ibuod, on looking into the 
old Treaties, that you bad given up your Lvids 
to the Great King, who has had Pc^feffion of Vh^ 
pma above One Hundred and ^ixStf Years, and 
voder that Great King the Inhabitanti of Vhrgima 
bold their Land, fo they thought there might be 
Ibme Miftake. 

Wberefore they defired the Governor of Niw^ 
tirk tD«i^iieof you about it* He ient his Inter- 
preter to you in May I743» who laid this before 
you at a Council held at Ommdapy to which yoa 
anfwer, << Hiat if you had any Demand or Pre- 
^ tenfions on the Governor of Firginia any Way, 
«< you would have made it known to the Governor 
« of Niw-rori.'* This correfponds with what 
you have faid "W Governor Thomas^ in the Treaty 
made with him at PhikiU^bm in Jmlu 1742 i for 
then you only make your Claim to Langs in the 
Government of MorylaHd* 

Wt are fo well (rieafed widi this good Faith oif 
you our Bretbien.of the SixNatiws^ and your Re- 
gard to the Treaties nude with Virginia^ diat we 
are ready tohear jrou on the Sulijeft of your Mcf- 
fiige of eight Years fince. 

Tell us what Nations of Indians you conquered 
any Lands from in Virgima^ how long it is fince^ 
and what Poileffion you have had ; and if it does 
appear that there is any Land on the Borders of 
Virginia^ that the Six Nations have a Right to, we 
are willing to make you Satisfadion.

Tori to fend his Interpreter to us la'ft Year ^ |a 
Onandagoy which he did ; and, as you l4yy we- 
in Council at Onandago did dechr^ that we tiafl 
no Demand upon you for Lands, and that if .wt|- 
had any Pretenfions, we fhould have made thc0i(i 
known to the Governor of New Tork j and likc-'^ 
wife you defire to know if we have any Ri^llcL* 
the nrglnia Lands, and that we will make fu^ 
Right appear, and tell you what Nations of /»«. 
Mans we conquer^ thofe Lands from. 

Now we anfwer. We have the Right of Cop-. 
queft, a Right too dearly purchafed, and which' 
coft us too much Blood, to give up without any 
Reafbn at all, as you fay 'we have done at Albany ;.. 
but we ibould be obliged to you, if you Would let 
lis fee the Letter, and inform us who was the In- 
terpreter, and whofe Names are put to that Let- • 
ter ; for as the whole TranfaSion cannot be above 
a Year's ftandine, it muft be frefh in every Bodv's 
Memory, and (ome of our Council would eauly 
remember it ; but, we aflure you, and are well 
able to prove, that neither we, nor any Part of us, 
have ever relinquifhed our Right, or ever gave 
fuch an Anfwer as you fay is mentioned in your 
Letter. Could we, fo few Years ago, maJce a 
formal Demand, by James Logan^ and not be itxi-- 
fible of our Right ? And hath any Thing hap- 
pened fince that Time to make us lefs fenfible ?

and tranfmitted to us by our Brother Onas ; and we, 
at his Requefl, altered the Road again, and brought 
it to the Foot of the Great Mountain, where it 
now is ; and it is impoiHble for us to remove it 
any further to the Weft, thofe Parts of the Country 
being abfolutely impaffable by either Man or 
Iteaft.

< Friends and Brethren of the Six Nations, 

IAm alwajrs forry when any Thihg happens that 
may create the leafl Uneauheie between us ; but 
as we are mutually engaged to. keep the Road be- 
tween us clearand open^and to remove every Ob- 
ftruftion that may lie in the* Way, I muft mform 
you, that three of the Delaware Indians lately 
murdered John Armjlrong^ an Indian Trader, and 
his two Men, in a moft barbarous Manner, as he 
was travelling to Allegheny^ and ftole his Goods of 
a confiderable Value. Shickcalamy^ and the Indl^ 
am fettled at Shamokin^ did well j they feized two 
of the Murderers, and fent them down to our Settle- 
ments ; but the Indians^ who had the Charge of 
them, afterwards fufFered one of them to efcape, 
on a Pretence that he was not concerned in the 
bloody Deed; the other is now in Philadelpbia 
Gaol. By our Law all the Acceflaries to a Mur- 
derer are to be tried, and put to Death, as well as 
tbc PerCon who gave the deadly Wound. If they 
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confented to it, encouraged it, or any ways affifted 
in it, they are' to "be put to "Death ; ' and 'it is juft ic 
ihould be fo^ If^'dpoh Trial, the Perfons prefent 
at the Murder are found not to have done any of 
thefe Things, they ate fct at Liberty. Two of our 
People were, not many Years ago, publickly puC 
to Ddath forlciHing two Indians \ vrt therefore ex- 
pert you will take the moft ^ffedual Meafures toi 
feize and deliver up to us the other two Indiant 
prefent at thefe Murders," to be tried with the Prin- 
cipal now in Cuftody. If it (hall appear, upoa 
their Trial, that they were not advifing, or any Way 
affifting in this horrid Fa<9:, they will be acquitted, 
and fent Home to their Towns. And that you may 
be fatisfied no Injuftice will be done to them, 1 ^o 
npw inyite you to depute, three or four Indians to 
be prefent at the?r Trials. 1 do likewife expeft that 
you will order ftri<3 Search to be made for the Re< 
mainder of the ftolen Goods, that they may be rcr* 
ftorod. to the Wife and Children of the Deceafe^. 
That what I have faid. may have its due Weight 
with you> I give you this String of Wampum.* 

f^th was accepted with the Yo-hab. 

The Governor afterwards ordered the Interpreter^ 
to tell them, he expefled a very full Anfwer from 
th^, and ti^a): they might take their own Time to 
give 'it; for he did not defire to interfere with the 
Bufineft of Virginia and Maryland. 

Tbeyiaid they would take it into Confideration^ 
ahdrive a fiill Anfwer. 

TneH the Commiflioncrs of Virginia let them 
know^ ty the Interpreter, that they would ipeak 
to them in the Afternoon.

AWlrf 
we cannot adnrit your Right, jrct weafefertfW- 
ved to Uve in Brotherly Love ;and^AfFedion with 
the Six Nations^ that upon your giving us a Releafe 
in Writing of all your Claim to any Lands m VWrrjr- 
landj we maTI make you a Conipenfation to the 
Value of Three Hundred Pounds Currency, tor 
the Payment of Fart whereof we have brought 
fome Goods, and jflkaJl- make up the fe& ia what 
Manner you think fit. 

As we intend to fay fomething r«i you about our 
Chain of Fricndftiip after this ASair of theXand is 
fettled, we defire you will now examine the Goods, 
jnd make an End of this Matter. 

We will not omit acquainting our good Friends 

ihe Six Nations J that notwithftanding we are likely 

to come to an Agreement about your Claim of 

Lands, yet your Bxethitu oi MorjfaiMf look on you 
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to bft as one Soul and one Body with themfelves ;

WE are now, come ta ^wer what you fai4 
to us Y^ftcrday, fince what we faid to voit 
before on the Part pf the Gi'eat King, our Father^ 
has not been fatisfa£lory» Yoif have gone into old 
Times, and fo muft we. It is true that the Great 
King hplds Virginia by Iflight of Conqueft, and 
the %ound3 of that Conqueft to the weft ward is 
the Great Sek. 

If the ^i4r Nations have made any Conqueft over 
Indians that may at any Time have lived on the 
Weft Side of the Great Mountains of J^irginidy yet 
they never pofleiTed any Lands there ^at.w* have 
ever beard of. Thai Part was ?ltoej:?3Eksa: ^<dt\\i&^ 
E i. ^ 
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and free for any People to enter upon, as the People 
of Virginia have done, by Order of the Great 
4pQg9 Wry juftly, as^ well iy aneient Right, as by 
its being freed from tbePc^effion of any other, and 
from any Claim even of you the Six Nations^ our 
Brethren, until withtD thefe eight Yfcars. The firft 
Treaty between the Great King, in Behalf of his 
SobjcOs of Firginta, and you, that We can find, 
was made at Albany^ bjr Coiooel Henry Courfey^ 
feventy Years fmce i this was a Treaty of Frieod- 
- illfp, when the firft Covenant Chafh was made, 
when we and you became Brethren. 
* The next Treaty was alfo at Albany^ above fifty* 
eight Years ago, by the Lord Htward^ Goverjior 
of Virginia ; then you decrafed yourlelves SiibjedU 
to the Great King, out Father, and Buve.ttp to him 
all your Lands for his Proteftion. This you own 
in a Treaty made by the Governor of New-York 
with you, at the fame Place, in the' Year 1687, and 
you cxprefe yourfelves in thefe Words, *^ Brethren, 
** you tell us the King of England, is a very S^^^ 
*> -King, and why ftoirfd hot you joio ^ilh us in a 
•* very juft Caufe, when fhe Prenlh^Xbiti'v/xih our 
** Enemies in an unjuft Caufe? O Brethren, wc

Southward of Cohongorooton^ and you agree to thi9 
Article in thefe Words j " That the great River 
•• of P^tcwmaci^ and flie high Ridge of Moun- 
*^ tains, which extend all along the Frontiers of 
" Virginia^ to the Weft ward of the prefent Settle- 
*^ ments of that Colony, fliall be for ever the efta- 
^^ blifihed Boundaries oetweeh'^the Indians flibjeft 
" to the Dominions of Virginia^ and the Indians

It is true, you have not obfervcd 
this Part of the Treaty, and your Brethren of Vir^ 
ginia have'not infifteo upon it with^a due Stridl- 
ne(s, which has occafioned (bme Mifcbief, 

This Treaty has bcca fent to the Governor of 
Virginia by Order of the Great King, and is what 
we muft rely on^ and, being in Writing, is more 
certain than your Memory. That is the Way the 
white People have of preserving Txanfaftions ^f 
every Kind, and tranfmitting them ixpwn to thcur 
ChiWrens Qiildrenfor ever ; and all Difputes among 
them are fettled by tliis faithful Kind of Evidence, 
and muft be the Rule between the Great Klng'and 
E 5 ^^vx. 
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vou. This Treaty your Sachims and Warriorr 
ixgned fome Years after the faoie Governor Spot/- 
woodi in the Right of the Great King, had been, 
with fome People of Virginia^ in Pofleffion of thcfe 
very LandSj, which you have fet up your late Claim 
to. 

The Commiflioners for Ifi£an Afftdrs zt Jlbanf 
•gave the Account we mentioned to you Yefterday 
to thQ Governor of ^h^JVi, and he fent il tathe 
Governor of Virginia ; their Names will be given 
you by the Interpieter* 

< Brethren, 

This Difpute is not between Virginia and you j 
it is fetting up your Right againft the Great King» 
under whofe Grants the People you complain of 
are fettled. Nothing but a Command from the 
Great King can remove them ; they are too 
powerful to be removed by any Force of youj our 
Brethren ; and the Great King, as our common 
Father, will do equal Juftice to all his Children; 
wherefore we do believe they will be confirmed 
in their PoiTeffions. 

As to the Road you mention, we intended to 
prevent any Occafion for it, by making a Peace be- 
tween you and the Southern Indians^ a few Yean 
fince, at a confiderable Expence to our Great King, 
which you confirmed at Albany, It feems, by your 
being at War with the Catawbasy that it has not 
been long kept between vou. 

However, if you deiire a Road, we will agree 
to one on the Terms of the Treaty you made with 
Colonel Spotfwoody and your People, behaving 
themfelves orderlv like Friends and Brethren, fhall 
beufed in their raffage through Virginia with the 
tunc Kindnefs as xVvt^ w^ vrtitxi\3t^^^ ^^fe through 
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the Lands of your Brother Onas. This we hope 
wUl. be agreed to by you our Brethren, and we will 
abide by the Promife made to you Yefterdayl 

We may proceed to fettle what we are to give 
you for any Right you may have, or have had to 
all the Lands to the Southward and Weft ward of 
the Lands of your Brother the. Governor oi Mary'* 
kmdy and of your BrolKer &«flij tho' we are in- 
formed that the Soudieqi lagans daim thefe very 
Lands that you do. 

We are defirous to live with you, our Brethrtfn» 
according to the old Chain of rriendfliip, to fettle 
;dl thefe Matters fairly and , boneftly ; and, as^ a 
Pledge of our Sincerity, we give you this Belt of 
Wampum.*

We are willing to renounce all Right to Lord 
Baltimore of all thofe Lands lying two Miles above 
the uppermoft Fork of Potowmack or Cohongoruton 
River, near which Thomas Crejjap has a hunting or 
trading Cabin, by a North-line, to the Bounds of 
Penfyhania, But in Cafe fuch Limits (hall not in« 
elude every Settlement or Inhabitant of Maryland^ 
then fuch other Lines and Courfes, from the faid 
tfvo Miles above the Forks, to the outermoft In- 
vf;)bitant$ or Settlements, as (ball include every

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dience, by a Noi^-Mn^ to the feouxidd of Peh^ 
Mvama, (half be tHc Limits. And further. If any 
People already Iiavef, or fhall fettle beyond the 
Lands now defcribed and bounded, they {hall 
enjoy the feme- free -firohi any Difturbance what- 
ever, and we do, and fhall accept thefe People for 
our Brethren, and as fuch always treat them. 

We eameftiy defire to life wiibyov as Brethren, 
and hope you will fhew us all Brotherly Kmdnefs ;

remember we were employed by Maryland to con- 
quer the Conejiogois, and that the fecond Time we 
were at War with them, we carried them all off.' 

« Brother Aflaragoa> 

You charge us with not a£ling agreeable to our 
Peace with the Catawbas^ we will repeat to you 
truly what was done. The Governor of New^ 
York at Albany, in Behalf of AJfaragoa, gave Us fe^ 
veral Belts of Wampum from the Cherihes and 
Catawbas, and we agreed to a Peace, if thofe Na- 
tions would fend fome of their great Men to us to 
confirm it Face to Face, and that they would trade 
with us \ and defired that they would appoint a 
Time to meet at Jlbary. for that Puqx>fe, but they 
never came.' 

* Brother Aflaragoa, 

We then deflred a Letter might be ftnt to the 

Catawbas and Cherikees, to defire them to come 

^ and confirm the Peace. It was long before an 

Anfwer 
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Ai^fwer came; but we met the Chirikus^ and con- 
firmed the Peace, and fent fome of our People to 
take care'of them, until they returned to their owa 
Country. . 

The Catawbas, refufed to come, and /cnt us 
Word, That We were but Women, that they were 
Men, and double Men ; that they could makeWo- 
men of us, and would be always at War with U3» 
They are a deceitful People. Our Brother AJfa^ 
ragoa is deceived by them ; we don't blame him 
for ity but are forry he is fo deceived. * 

• • Brother Aflaragoa, 

We have confirmed the Peace with the CherUea^ 
but not with the Catawbas. They have been trea- 
cherous, and know it; fo that the War mufl con- 
tinue till one of us is deftroyed. This we think 
proper to tell you, that you may not be troubled at 
what we dQ to the Catawbas* 

* J^r^A^ Aflaragoa^ 

We will now fpeak to the Point between us. 
You fay you will agree with us as to the Road ; 
we defire that may be the Road which was laft 
made (the Waggon-Road). It is always a Cuf- 
tom among Brediren or Strangers to ufe each other 
kindly ; you have fome very ill- natured People 
living up (here ; fo that we defure the Peffons in 
Power may know that we are to have reafonable 
Visuals when we are in want. 

You know very well, when the white People 
came firft here they were poor; but now they 
have got our Lands, and are by them become 
rich, and we are now poor ; what little we have 
fcad for the Land goes foon away, but the Land 
lafb for.evcr. Yqu told us you bad brought with 
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you a Cheft of Goods, and that you bave the 
iCey in your Pockets j but we have never fcen the 
Cheft, nor the Goods that are faid to be in 
it; it may be fmall, and the Goods few ; we want 
to fee them^ and art defirous to come to fonae 
Conclufion. Wc have been flecping here thefe tea 
Days paft, and have not done any thing to the 
Pu^ofe.' 

The Conunil&oners told them they ihould fee 
the Goods on Monday.

I coniidered this Matter well before I came from 
PlnladelpUa^ and I advifed with the Council there 
upon it, as I have done here with the honourable 
the Commiffioners of Virginia and Maryland. I 
never heard before of the Murder of the three In^ 
Hans at Ohio \ had Complaint been made to me of 
it, and it had appeared to have been committed by 
any of the People under my Government, they 
(hould have been put to Death, as two of them< were^ 
Tome Years ago, for killing two Indians. You are 
not to take your own Satisfo^on, but to apply to 
me, and I will fee .that Juftice be done you ; and 
(hould any of the Indians rob or murder any 
of our People, I do expert that you will deliver 
them up, to be tried and punilhed in the fame Man* 
ncr as white People arc. Thb is the Way to pre- 
ferve Friendlhip between us, and will be for your 
Benefit as well as ours. I am well pleafed with 
the Steps you have already taken, and the Reproofs 
jfou have given to your Coufms the Delawares ; and 
do expe£^ you will lay your Commands upon fome 
of their Chiefs to bring down the two young Men 
that were prcfent at the Murders ; if thc^ ^xe. tvc^l 
hrought dowtif I /ball look upoAvl^ ^^\^^^^^ 
tbw Guilt 
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If, upon ExiRunadony they ihall be found not 
to have been coficemed in the bloody A<SHon, they 
(hall be well ufed, and tent Home in Safety : I will 
take it upon myfelf to ice that they have no In* 
juftice done them. An Inventory is tsken of the 
Goods already reftored, and I exped SatisfaAion 
will be made for fuch as cannot be found, in Skins> 
according to Pcomile. 

I well remember the coming down of one of the 
Conoy Indians with a Paper, fetting forth. That the 
Conoys had come to a Refolution to leave the Land 
referved for them by the Proprietors, but he: made 
no Complaint to me of ill Ufage from the white 
?eof\c. The Rtafeo he gave for their Removal 
was. That the (ettlingof the white People nil round 
them bad made Deer fcaroe, and that therefore they 
chofe Co remove to Jtatiatm far the Benefit of 
Huntii^ I ordered what they fatd to be entered 
in the Council«Bd)»k. The old Man'^ Expenees 
were b<Mme,and aBIaidcet ghren him sf hi# Return 
Home. I have ti#t yet heiml ftom the Propiieton 
on this Hea^i butyctumay be afTured, from the 
Favour and Juftice tbev have always (hewn to the 
Indiansj that they will ao every Thing that may be 
reafonably expected of tbem in this Qife/

* Sachims and Pf^arriorsj our Friends and Brethren f 

AS we have already faid enough to you on 
the Subjca of the Title to the Lands you 
claim from rirginia^ we have no Occafion to fay 
any Thing more to you on that Head, but come- 
dijfe£Uy to the Point. 

We have opened the Cheft, and the Goods are 
now here before you j ,they coft Tw6 Hundred 
Pounds Penfylvania Money, and were bought bj 
a Perfon recomm.cnded to us by the Governor of 
Penfylvania with ready Cafb. We ordered them 
to be good in their Kinds, and we believe they are 
fo. Thefe Goods, and Two Hundred Pounds iir 
Gold, which lie on the Table, we will give you, 
our Brethren of the Six Nations^ upon Condition 
that you immediately make a Deed, recognizing the 
King's Right to all the Lands that are, or (hall be, 
by his Majefty's Appointment, in the Colony of 
Virginia. 

As to theRoad^ we agree you ftv2\\\«cNj^ ^t>!i ^^

The Indians agreed to what was faid, and Co* 
m^^ftU^g^ deftned tbey would leprefent their Cafe 
to the King, in order to have a further Confideca- 
iion when the Settlement increafed much furdier 
back. To which the Conuniffioners agreed, and 
promifed they would make fuch a Reprefentation 
faithfully and bonefUy ; and, for their further Se^ 
curity that they would do fo, they would give them 
a Writing, under their Handa and Seals* to that 
Purpofe. 

They defired that fome Rum mieht be fivcii 
them to drink on their Way Home, which the Com- 
ipiffioners agreed to, and paid them in GoU for 
that Purpofe, and the Carnage of their Goods fjaom 
Phikdelphia^ Nine Pounds, Thirteen Shillings, and 
Three-ponce;, P^nfihoma Money. 

Canajfateego further faid. That as their Brother 
%QQarry-hogan fent them ftroviiion en liie Road 
here, which kept them from ftarv^tfig, he hoped 
their Brother AJfaragm would do the fame for them 
l)ack, and have the Goods he gave them carried to 
the ufual Place \ which the Commiflioners agreed 
to, and ordered Proviiions and Carriages to be pro-

After this Conference the Deed was produced, 
and the Interpreter explained it to them \ and they, 
according to their Rank and Quality, put their 
Marks and Seals to it, in the Prefence of feveral 
V G'.:nilcmen of Maryland^ Penjytvama and Virginia ;

« Friends and Bnthren of the Six Nations, 

AT a Treaty, held with many of the Chiefs 
of your Nations Two Years ago, the Road 
between us was made clearer and wider j our Fire 
was enlarged) and our Friendfhip confirmed by an 
Exchange of Prefents, and many other mutual good 
Offices. 

We think ourfelves happy in having been inftru- 
mental to your meeting with our Brethren of ^/r- 
pnia &ad Maryland \ and we perfwade ourfelves, 
that you, on your Parts, will always remember it 
as an Inftance of our Good- will and AflFedlion for 
you* This has given us an O(^oit>xcv\vj qH Ititvcai^ 
F 2 ^^ 
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you fooner than perhaps we fhould otherwife have 
done ; and, as we are under mutual Obligations by 
Treaties, we to hear with our Ears for you, and 
you to hear with your Ears for us, we take this 
Opportunity to inform you of what very nearly 
concerns us both. 

Thc.Griat King of England and the FrenA 
King have declared War againft each other. TVo 
Battles have been fought, one by Land, and the 
other by Sea. The Great King ^England com- 
manded the Land- Army in Perfon, and gained a 
compleat Vi<Sory. Numbers of the French were 
killed and taken Prifoners, and the reft were forced 
to pa(s a River with Precipitation to fave their Lives. 
The Great God covered the King's Head in that 
Battle, ib that he did not receive the leaft Hurt j 
for which you, as well as we, have Reafon to be 
very thankful. 

The Engagement at Sea was likewifc to the Ad- 
vantage of the Englijh. The French and Spaniards 
joined their Ships together, and came out to fight 
us. The brave En^ljh Admiral burnt one of their 
largeft Ships, and many others were fo {battered, 
that they were glad to take the Opportunity of a 
very high Wind, and a dark Night, to run away, 
and to hide themfelves again in their own Har- 
bours. Had the Weather proved fair, he would, 
in ail Probability, have taken or deftroycd them 
all. 

I need not put you in mind how much IViUiam 
Penn and his Sons have been your Friends, and the 
Friends of all the Indians, You have long and 
often experienced their Friendlhip for you; nor 
need I repeat to you how kindjy you were treated, 
and what valuable Prefents were made to you two 
Years ago by the Governor, the Council, and the 
Aflen^ly of Penfylvania. The Sons of William 
^4fm9XQ diX XU)W in England^ and have left me in 
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their Place, well knowing how much I regard 700 
and all the Indians. As a frefh Proof of this, I 
have left my Houfe, and am come thus far to fee 
you, to renew our Treaties, to brighten the Cove- 
nant-Chain, and to confirm our Friendfhip with 
you. In Teftimony whereof, I preient you with 
this Belt of Wampum.

As your Nations have engaged themfelves by 
Treaty to affift us your Brethren of Penfyhania^ 
in cafe of a War with the French^ W9 do not doubt 
but you will pundually perform an Engagement 
fo folemnly entered into. A War is now dc* 
clared, and we expedl that you will not fufFer tho 
French^ or any of the Indians in Alliance with them« 
to march through your Country, to difturb any of our 
Settlements; and that you will give us theearlieftand 
beft Intelligence of any Defigns that may be formed 
by them to our Difadvantage, as we promife to do of 
any that may be to yours. To enforce what I have 
now faid to you in the ftrongeft Manner, I prefent

The Way between us being made fmooth by 
what paffed Yefterday, we dcfife now to confirm 
all former Treaties made between Virginia and you, 
our Brethren of the Six Nations^ and to make our 
Chain of Union and Friendfhip as bright as the 
Sun, that it may not contrafl: any more Ruft for 
ever J that our Childrens Children may rejoice at, 
and coiifirm what we have done 5 and that you and 
your Children may not forget it, we give you One 
Hundred Pounds in Gold, and this Belt of Wam- 
pum/ 

fFhich was TMvoti with ibt tijiwl Ctremtty. 
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Altho' we have been dilappointed in our Endea- 
foiirs to iJTing about a Peace between you and 
the Catawbasj yet we defire to fpeak to you fome- 
rtiing more about thetn.

The Governor of Maryland invited you hither, 
we have treated you as Friends, and agreed with, 
you as Brethren. 

As the Treaty now made concerning the Lands 
in Maryland will, we hope, prevent efFe^ually every 
future Mifunderftanding between us on that Ac* 
count, we will now bind fafter the Link of our 
Chain of Friendlhip, by a Renewal of all our foi<- 
mer Treaties ; and that they may flill be the better 
Secured, we feall prefent you with One Hundred 
Pounds in Gold. 

What we have further to fay to you is. Let not 
our Chain contradl any Ruft ; whenever you per- 
ceive the leaft Speck, tell us of it, and v^ will 
make it clean. This we alfo expe£l of you, that 
it may always continue fo bright as our Genera- 
tions may fee their Faces in it; and, in Pledge of 
the Truth of what we have now fpoken, and our 
AfFeftion to you, we give you this Belt of Wam- 
pum.'

and that as a War had been already entered into 
wth the Frenehy you called upon us to affift you, 
and not to fufFer the Fnnch to march through our 
Country, to difturb any of your Settlements, 

In Anfwer, we aflfure you we have all thefe Par- 
ticulars in our Hearts, they arc frelh in our Me- 
mory. We (hall never forget that you and we have 
but one Heart, one Head, one Eye, one Ear, and 
bne Hand. We (hall have all your Country under 
our Eye, and take all the Care we can to prevent 
any Enemy from coming Into it ; and, in Proof of 
our Care, we muft inform you, that before wc 
came here, we told *Onandioj our Father, as he is 
called, that neither he, nor any of his PeopIe> 
(hould come through our Country, to hurt our 
Brethren the Englijb^ or any of the Settlements 
belonging to them ; there was Room enough at 
Sea to fight, there he might do what he pleafed, 
but he (hould not come upon our Land, to do any 
Damage to our Brethren.

After fome little 71/ne, the Interpreter Jaid^ Canafla- 
teego had forgot fomething material^ and deftred 
to mend his Speech^ and to do Jo as often as he 
Jbould omit an^ Thing of Moment j and thereupon, 
he added^ 

The Six Nations have a great Authority and 
Influence over fundry Tribes of Indians in Alli- 
ance with the French^ and particularly over the 

• {hamUfi, the Gofcrnor of GMkta» 
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Praying Indians^ 'formerly a Part with ourfelres^ 
who ftand in the ytry Gates of the French ; and^ 
to (hew our further Care, we have engaged thcfe 
very Indians^ and other Indian Allies of the French^ 
for you. They will not join the French againft 
you. They have agreed with us before we fet 
put. We have put the Spirit of Antipathy againft 
the French in thofe People. Our Intereft i$ very 
confiderable with them, and many other Nations ; 
and as far as ever it extends, we fhall ufe it for 
your Service.* 

The Governor faid, Canajfateego did well to 
mend his Speech ; he might always do it when- 
ever his Memory fhould fail him in any Point of 
Confequence ; and he thanked him for the very 
agreeable Addition.

We hope * Tarachawagon will be prcferved 
the good Spirit to a good old Age ; when he 
gone under Ground, it will be then Time etioii| 
to look out for another ; and no doubt butamoni 
fo manyThottfands as there are in the World, o 
fudi Man may be found, who will ferve both Pf 
ties with the fame Fidelity as Tarachawagon doe 
while he lives there is no Room to complain.

You told us Yefterday, that fmce there was no 
nothing in Controverfy between us, and the A 
feir of the Land was fettled to your Satisfadlio 
you would now brighten the Chain of Friendfbi 
which hath fubfifted between you and us ever fin 
we became Brethren ; we are well pleafed wi 
the Proportion, and we thank you for it ; we al 
are inclined to renew all Treaties, and keep a go<

* Brother Affaragoa, 

There lives a Nation of Indians on the other 
Side of your Country, the Tufcaroraes^ who arc 
our Friends, and with whom we hold Corre- 
fpondence ; but the Road between u» and them hat 
been flopped for fome Time, on account of the 
Mifbehaviour of fome of our Warriors. We 
have opened a new Road for our Warriors, and 
they fhall keep to that s but as that would be in- 
Convenient for Meflengers going to the Tufcaroraesy 
We defire they may go the old Road. Wc fre- 
quently fend Meflengers to one another, and (hall 
have more Occafion to do fo now that we have 
concluded a Peace with the Cherikees. To enforce 
our Requeft, we give you this String of Wam- 
pum.

Among thefe Tufcaroraes there live a few Fami- 
lies of the Conoy Indians^ who are defirous to leave

lies through the Middle of your Country. We 
defirc you will give them free Paflagc through Vir- 
ginlaj and furnilh them with Paffes ; and, to en-

* Brother Oms^ Aflaragoa, <7«rfTocarry-hogan, 

At the Clofe of your rcfpeflive Speeches Yef- 
terday, you made us very handfome Prefents, and 
we mould return you fomething fuitable to your 
Generofity j but, alas ! we are poor, and ihall 
ever remain (b, as long as there are fo many /«- 
dian Traders among us. Theirs and the white 
Peoples Cattle have eat up all the Grafs, and 
and make Deer fcarce. However, we have pro- 
vided a fmall Prefent for you ; and though fome 
of you gave us more than others, yet, as you are 
all equally our Brethren, we fhall leave it to you 
to divide it as you pleafe.— And then prefented 
three Bundles of Skins, which were received with 
the ufual Ceremony from the three Governments. 

We have one Thing further to fay, and that is. 
We heartily recommend Union and a good Agree- 
ment between you our Brethren* Never difagree, 
but preferve a ftrift Friendlhip for one another, 
and thereby you, as well as we, will become the 
ftronger. 

Our wife Forefathers eftablifhed Union and 
Amity between the Five Nations ; this has made us* 
formidable 5 this has given us great Weight and 
Authority with our neighbouring Nations. 

We are a powerful Confederacy; and, by your 
^bferving the fame Methods our wife Forefathers 

have 
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have taken, yoa will acquire frefh Strength and 
Power 3 dierdfore, whatever, befal$ you, never bil 
out one with another.' 

The Governor replied, 

^ The honourable Commiffioners of Virginia and 
Maryland have defired me to fpeak for them ; 
therefore I, in Behalf of thofe Governments, as well 
as of the Province of P^nfyhaniaj rtiuxn you Thanks 
for the many Proofs you have given in your Speeches 
of your Zeal for the Service of your Brethren the 
EngUJby and in particular, for your having fo early 
engaged in a Neutrality the feveral Tribes of In* 
iiians in the French Alliance. We do «ot doubt 
but you will faithfully difcharge your Promifes. 
As to your Prefents, we never eftimate thefc 
Things by their real Worth, but by the Difpofi- 
tion of the (}iver. In this Light we accept them 
with great Pleafure, and put a high Value upon 
them* We are obliged to you for recommend- 
ing Peace and good Agreement amongft ourfelves. 
We are all Subjeds, as well as you, of the Great 
King beyond the Water; and, in Duty to h'^ 
Majefty, and from the good AfFe£lion we bear 
to each other, as well as from a Regard to our own 
Intereft, we (hall always be inclined to live in 
Friendlhip.' 

Then the Commiffioners of Virginia prefented 
the hundred Pounds in Gold, together with a Pa- 
per, containing a Promife to recommend the Six 
Nations for further Favour to the King; which 
they received with To-hahj and the Paper was given 
bv them to Conrad fVei/eri to keep for them. The 
Commiffioners likewife promifed that their publidc 
Meilengers Ibould not be molefted in their Paflage 
through Virginia^ and that they would prepare 
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Piflel for fiicb of the (kmy InMam as wtre wiQi^ 
ikig to remove to the Northward. 

Then the Commii&oners xsi Marylani prefentoi 
their hundred Pounds in Gold, which was likewife 
received with the Yo-hib. 

CANASSATEEGO faid, 

^ We mentioned to you Yefterday the Booty yo« 
had taken fnom the French, and aiked you for fome 
of the Rum which we fuppofed to be Part of it, and 
you gave us fome ; but it turned out unfortunately 
that you |ave it in French Glafles, we now dwsc 
you will give us fome in Ef^Ujh Glafles/ 

The Governor made Anfwer, 

* We are glad to hear you have fuch a Diflike 
for what is French. They cheat you in your Glafles 
as well as in every Thing elfe. You muft confider 
we are at a Diftance from fFilliamfburg, Annapolis^ 
and Philadelphia, where our Rum Stores are ; and 
that although we brought up a good Quanti- 
ty with us, you have almoft drank it out ; but 
Slotwithftanding this, we have enough left to fill 
our Englijh Glafles, and will (hew the Difference 
between the Narrownefs of the French, and the 
Gencrofity of your Brethren the Englijh towards 
you.' 

The Indians gave, in their Order, five Ti-hahsi 
and the honourable Governor and Commiffioners 
calling for fome Rum, and fome middle-fixed 
Wine-Glaffe, drank Health to the Great King $f 
England, and the Six Nations, and put an End to 
the Treaty by three loud Huzia's, in which all the 
Company joined. 

In the Evening, the Governor went to take his 
f^Bve of the Indians^ aad, prefeming them with a 

String 
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aring of Wsm^ufli) he toU them^ that was hi re^* 
turn for one he had received of them, with a Me^ 
ftgt Id 4^re d&e Governor of Firgima to fuffer 
thenr Wiurriora to go through Virginia unmolefted^ 
which was rendered unneceflary by the prefeni 
Treaty. 

Then^ prefenting them with another String of 
Wampum, he told them, that was in return for 
tfieirs, praying him, that as they had taken away 
one Part of Conrad fVeifer^s Beard, which frighten- 
ed their Children, he would pleafe to take away 
the otfaer» which he had ordered to be done. 

The Indians received thefe Hvo Strings of Warn* 
pum with the ufual Yo-hab. 

The Governor then alked them what was the 
Reafon that more of the Shawanaes^ from their 
Town on Hohio^ were not at the Treaty ? But fee- 
ing that it would" require a Council in Form, and 
perhaps another Day to give an Anfwer, he defired 
they would give an Anfwer to Conrad JVeifer upon 
the Road on their Return Home ; for he was to fet 
•ut for Philadelphia the next Morning.

lows : 

* We have been hindered, by a great deal of Bu- 
finefs, from waiting on you, to have fome private 
Converfation with you ; chiefly to enquire after the 
Healths of Onas beyond the Water ; we defire you 
will tell them, we have a grateful Senfe of all their 
Kindnefles for the Indians. Brother Onas told us^ 
when he went away, he would not ftay long from 
us ; we think it is a great While, and want to 
know when wemav expert him ; and deflre, when 
you write, you will recommend us heartily to him.*

his Leave of them. 

The Conuniffioners of Virginia gave Canaffattep 
a Scarlet Camblet Coat, and took their Leave of 
them in Form ; and at the fame Time delivered the 
Pafles to them, according to their Requeft. 

The Commiflioners of Maryland prefented Gacb- 
raiodffw with a broad Gold-laced Hat, and took 
their Leave of them in the fame Manner.

TREATY 

BETWEEN 

HIS EXCELLENCY 

The Honourable George Clinton, 

Captain-Generial and Governor in Chief 
of the Province oi New-York^ and 
the Territories thereon depending 
in America, Vice- Admiral of the 
fame, and Vice- Admiral of the Red 
Squadron of His Majcfty's Fleet. 

AND 

The Six United Indian Nations, and 
other Indian Nations, depending on 
the Province oi NEW-TOR K. 

Held at ALB ANT in Auguft and Septi^^ 
hr. 1746, 







T is well known in the Province of 
New*Yorky that the Six Nations of 
Indians depending on this Province, 
^ ^ (called Iroquois by the French) had 

^^f^f5?jl? lately, on feveral Occafions, appeared 
difr^is&d and wavering in tbetr Fi- 
delity to the Britijb Crown. No doubt, this was 
principally occafion'd by the Artifices of the Frsmh 
iji Canaday who had conftantly Emif&ries among 
them : But at the fame Time there is Reafon to 
tluuk) the fui|ii€UHis Bohaviour of thofe NatioDS) 
in Favour ot their once inveteirale JCnemv the 
French^ could not have arriv'd to the Pitch it did, 
plhepwife than by ibme NegleAs or Mifconduft of 
ihafe who were entrufted by the Gotemment of 
iUfW'Tori with the Mao^geiDent of the Jbdian 
Affairs. 

His Excellency the Governor of Netv-Torky ha- 
ving received his Majefty's Commands, to engage 
the Indian Nations depending on his Government, 
fo join in the Expedition then intended againft 
Csmada^ and to make them the ufual Prefents on 
)hat CX:cafion ; and being ienfible of the great Ufe 
thefe Nations might be to the Succefs of this £n- 
terprize, and likewife of the Difficulties that pro- 
bably might attend his Endeavours at this Time, 
was defirous to have had the Affiftance of as many 
of the Members of his Majefty's Council as the 
Circumftances of Affairs would permit; but they 
stH Jeclined to give t\\e\t KUfcud^iuce^ except Mr. 
<2tt^« and Mr. livin^j^Qn. Kv^ ^xc:^^t«?5 ^w'm^ 
tocrcfore obliged to a^ v/\th tVv^ ^wv^\^%.\^>m!^q« 
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of Members, which, by bis M^efly'sCommlffim, 
am fcfm a Couitci), wz. Thtte ; the above tw» 
GeDtlcmen and Capt, Rutherford^ who was tbeit 
at bis IMA, in AHony. 

As ft>on as his fxcellencj received his Maje%^9 
Cbmmands, he difpatched frcun itfihwiy fuch Per* 
ions as, by the bed Information he could receives 
bod I«^ence among the Six ifatims^ to invite 
tiieffii ieveraliy to meet him at Albany^ on the 2odf 
of J^fy* His Excdieney arriv'd at Ahawf the aift 
of "/mAt, where havine heard, that, beftdes the 
SmaH^ox, (which bis Excellency never had) inany 
werei ficlc of a contagious mali^ant Fever, he 
iXMifeimied on board the Sloop which carried Inm 
0(S to confider where to lodge wkh the leaft 
Danger to his Perfon from the InfeStton of (hefe 
DMempers ; and the next Morning refelved to go 
kito the Fort. He was received at his Landing 
widi the ufual Marks of Refpcd from the Cor- 
MratioR, the independent Conipames of regular 
Troops then in the Place, and the Militia, wtder 
iDifoiacge of the Cannon of Ae Fort and Town, 

In the Afternoon of the fame Day on which 
hk Excdlency came on Shore, three InAans^ vi%. 
two Onandagos and an Oneydoj brought two French 
Scalps and prefented to hb Excellency : At which 
Time the Leader of the Party made a forma! 
Speech, io the following Purpole : * That having 

• had repeated Accounts of the Mifchiefis done by 

• the French^ and of the frequent Murders com- 

• mitted by them, and that the Mtihawks^ not- 
« withftanding their Profeffions of Friendfeip, fuf- 

• fered thb Bloodflied to remain unrevenged, his 

• Heart could bear it ho longer; he thereupon 

• refolved to open for his Brethren the Path to 
« Revenge: That thefetwo Scalps vAivAvXx^ tv^s^ 

• preiented were taken at Noon-d2cy, itv^x^''^ cfl^^ 
^ jFhm^ Foit at Crown Point: H» Y-^^^^^^ 
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told him how well he tpok this fpecial Mark of 
his Fidelity, and aflured him, that he would not 
only now reward him and his Companions, by 
particular Prefents, but would always remember 
this A& of Friendlhip. They had already re- 
ceived, the Reward given by the A^ of Ai&mblv. 
His Excellency gave each of them four Sfan^ 
Dollars ; to the Leader a fine laced Coat and Hat, 
and a filver Breaft-Plate ; and to each of the others 
a Stroud Blanket and a lac'd Hat. 

Thefe Indians toM us, that they lav feveral Davs 
among the Buflies, from whence tney could ve 
every Man that came out of the FortrGate. . Tbejr 
endeavoured for fome Time to take a Prifoner, but 
obferving that none went to fuch a Diftapce from 
the Fort that they could hope to carry him o£P, 
they refolved to take the firft Opportunity for a 
Scalp : Two Soldiers coming out of the Fort, after 
the Chapel Bell had rung about Noon, one of t)i9 
Indians^ by their Leader's Order, fired with Swan 
Shot upon them while they were near to each othe^. 
It is a confbnt Rule among thefe iculking Parti^ 
never to fire without Orders .from their Leader. 
One of the Frenchmen was killed upon the Spot, 
the other wounded, and fled immediately towards 
the Fort Gate. The Indian who had fired, purfu'd, 
and with his Hatchet brought him down wjthin 
a hundred Steps of the Fort Gate; and, though 
the French in thp Fort rufhed out at the Gate, he 
took his Scalp off; the others had fcalped the Man 
that was firfl killed, and then they all fled. The 
French in their Hurry had run out without their 
Arms^ and upon recollecSling themfelves, retum'd 
to Arms, whidi facilitated the £fcape of the Indians^ 
His Excellency being informed that the Leader 
of this Party was defitous to b^ dvft\Muii{hed by

The x)thcr 
Prifoner, an Onondaga^ confented to remain with 
the French^ and was fent to Canada. 

Soon after this, fixteen Mohawk Indians came to 
^e Town, who had been fent out from. the lower 
Mohawk Caftle by Mr. Johnfon, to gain Intelli- 

fnce near Crown-P^ini, znd to take Prlfoners. 
hey reported that they hzi difcovered fo great a 
Nuntber of French and Indians at Crown-Pointy 
that they had no Hopes of being able to bring oR 
any Prisoners, and thought it advlfeable to return 
fpeedily, and inform of the great Danger they 
thought this Place was in. His JExcellency invited 
them <o go thither again, in order to defcry the 
Motions of the Enemy : And as a farther En- 
couragement to them, to either fcalp or take 
Prifoners, he offered every Perfon of the faid Party 
that Ihould take a Scalp or Prifoner, a Piece of 
Stroud, and a Suit of laced Clothes, befides the 
Bounty ; but they, being frightened with the Ap- 
prehenfions of Danger, declined going back, and 
fiiid, They muft return Home, and acquaint their 
Friends and Relations, with what they had heard 
and feenr Several other Indians likewife alarmed 
the Mohawks J by telling them that the French had 
a great Force at Crown-Pointy and that they would 
certainly attack either Albany or Schene^ade^ or the 
Settlements on the Mohawks River, or perhaps 
leveral Places at the fame Time. 

Mr. John/on^ and the commanding Officer of 
the Garrifon of regular Troops in the Mohawks 
Country, by their Letters to his Excellency, con- 
firmed thefe Reports; and added, the Mohawks 
had entertained Apprehenfions of the French Force 
at Crown-Pointy which was like to have a bad 
£fie£b. On this, his Excellency wrote to Mr. 
ydrnfony that all thefe Stories of the French Force 
at Croum^Point were onX) Kx^>&»» «£ ^Rweb 
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to intimidate the Indiam^ or to amufe them, with 
Dd[ign to fruftrate the Treaty which he intended 
to have with them ; and that he was to aflure the 
InSansj that they could be in no Danger from the 
Pnneh: However, that they might fee that he 
Would omit noriiing which they might think 
neceflary for their Security, he had ordered ^ 
Lieutenant of Militia, with thirty Men, to rein- 
force the lower Caftle, and had like wife ordered 
die Captain of Militia near the upper Caftle, to 
affift the Indians there in fortifying their Caftle, and 
to hold himfelf in Readinefs to fupport them on any 
Emergency. 

One John Colanj a Frenthman^ who feme Year^ 
iinee had removed from Canada^ and fettled and 
married at Schene£fade^ and who has fmce that 
Time lived in good Reputation there, was fent by 
Major Glen to inform his Excellency, that one 
Aarony z noted Mohawk Sachim, who, with feveral 
others of the Six Nations^ had been laft Springy in 
Canada to treat with the Governor there, did then 
entertain two Cahunaga Indians. This Man, John 
Coknti acquainted his Excellency, that having clif- 
covered the Cahnuaga Indians^ he told them he was 
a Frenchmany and was defirous of returning to his 
own Country, on which they began prefently to 
propofe to hhn Methods for his Efcape ; at which 
- Time, this Aaron coming near them, he exprefs*d 
his Fears of being difcovered by him. They 
anfwered, that he need not fear Aaron^ for he was 
their Friend, and defigned to go with them. As 
th^propofed to him to efcape privately by himfelf, 
and to meet them at a Place they named, he told 
them of his Fears, in that Cafe, of meeting with 
the French Indians while he was alone. They 
anfwered, that if he drefs'd himfelf like an Indian^ 
the French Indians would do him no Hurt^ witV^oMX. 
fifftcalliflg to himi upon whioh, VEYit&ov^^^^xv^ 
G 2 c5i5K^ 
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<allM out Maria^ the Frmcb JndsMS would be b 
far from hurting him, that they would immediatdy 
come up to him, and take him by the Hand. From 
this, and feveral other Incidents, which it wouM 
l)e tedious to relate, his Excellency was tenvincoi 
of (bme fecret Underftaading between the Sixl^-' 
tions and the Cahnuagas^ or French hulians : Aod 
that, however any Party of our Indians jxiigbt be 
induced to fall upon the Fr^nch^ they would not at 
that Time moleft the French Indtansy Bor prevent 
the Mifchiefs which the Inhabitants xeceived fmA 
their fculking Parties 

For this Reafon, his Excellency endeavoured t9 
fend out again the Company of Rangers, which 
liad formerly been employed againft uie Iculkisg 
Indians : But, as the Aflembly had made no Pro- 
wifion for this Expence, they refuied to go^ unkfi 
lie gave his perfonal Bond for their Pay, at dirm 
Shillings a Day for each private Man, beiides 
their Frovifion ; and would not be iati^ied with 
the Promifes that he, by the Advice of the Gum- 
cil, made them of reconunending their JServic^ to 
the General Aflenibly, and the AfTurances he 
:gave them of their beii>g rew^ded as diey d> 
fired. 

On their continuing obilinate, his £au!ell^fl|qr 

vas of Opinion, that no confiderid>le Service could 

te expefted from Men, who were moved by no 

other Principle but that of exceffive Wages : And 

he had Reafon afterwards to be cenfiroied in this 

Opinion, when Captain X^mr^^^f, and aitenwards 

Captain Tbebout, voluntarily weJat with their Coia- 

panies of the new-levied Troops^ Xo icour the 

Woods, and took fome of thefe Albany Mfui ^lA

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if which- the Frtnth Indkmr^ if any were near them, 
oml kiK>MF how to avoid them. Some Indians^ 
wtio were Kkcwife fcnt out in Company with thcfc 
M0R, complatited in Kke Manner. 
• The publick Interpreter, whom the Governor 
(m before obfaved) hadfent with others^ to mvrte 
ihe Six Natiom to mttt him at Jtbany^ wrote to 
Ale Conmiiftoners for ht^art Affairs, That they 
MWt with great Difflcultiej afl<J OWtruSions front 
die Sachims, who had been lately at Canada: That 
the Oneydoes refufed to gv« any Anfiver, tho' they 
bad ftaid Aere thirteat Dayj endeavouring to per- 
ihftde them ; and that the Cayugas had abfolutcljr 
refufed to meet the Governor. On which, his Ex- 
cieUency defired to be informed by the Commif- 
fioners of ImSan Afiair?, whether they knew of any 
Perib<]i of Infloence or Intereft with the Indians ^ and 
fit to be fcnt among them on this Occafion . They 
vrfwercd,. that they knew of none ; and that ihe 
hXans were in a very bad Difpofition, and mucli 
under the Influence of the French. 

About this Time his Excellency being informed, 
fliat the Interpreter, and others fent with him, had 
segle£ted to fend proper Invitations to the Indians 
living on the Branches of Safquehannah River j * and 
that Captain Vroman^ of Scoharyy vsras a proper Per- 
(cn to be fent to thok Indians i he fent him, in 
Company with Captain Staats^ v^ith a Belt of ff^am- 
fum to invite them.. 

While the Indian Affairs appear'd in this dif- 
oouragtng State, an Account came to Town, that 
about twenty young Chickefaws were come to the 
SenetaSy to denre them to mew them the Way to 
Canada. The Chickefaws had always been Enemies 
to the French : A Party of about five Hundred Mea 
had, four Years before, been fent out 2L^i\rft. ^^ta 
from Ca/radtf who were fo entvreVy louit^^a^ >^^^ 
^'c^/am, that few returned. Thefc vo\itv%Gb\cke- 
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faws told the Senecas^ that the French of Canada 
hadj about four Years fince, made them a Vifit, 
and were fo kind to leave them four Hundred Guns, 
which were now wore out; and, fince the Fremb 
had not thought fit to bring them any more Gunsy 
thev were refolved to go to Canada to fetch new ones ; 
ana promifed, that if the Senecas would fiiew them 
theWay, they would gp Home, and return with four 
Hundred ftout Fellows. Some other Indian Nations 
who lived to the Wcftward, difcovering their Aver- 
iion to the French at the fame Time, thefe Incidents 
affiled the Governor's Mefiengers in bringing more 
Indians to Jldany than they expedied^when Uiey wrote 
to the Commiffioners for Indian Aflfairs. 

While the Interpreter was at the more diftant 
Indian Caftles, Mr. William Johnfin was indefiatti- 
gable among the Mohawks '^ he dre&d himfelf after 
the Indian Manner, made frequent Dances, accord- 
ing to their Cuftom when they excite to Wan and 
ufcd all the Means he could think of, at a Cdnfider- 
jiblc Expence, (which his Excellency had promifed 
to repay him) in order to engage them heartily in 
tic War againft Canada. Tho' he fucceeded be- 
yond what any Man in Alhanj thought could be 
done, yet feveral of the Sachima (in the Conajeharj^ 
or upper Mohawk Caflle, chiefly) refufed to engage 
in the War ; but infiftcd, that as this War was 
entered into between the Englijh and French^ in 
which they had no Intereft, they ought to remain 
neuter. The Englijh and French^ they faid, could 
at any Time make Peace ; but if they fhould enter 
into the War, Indians could not make up the Quar- 
rel among themfelves, otherwife than by the De- 
ilruftion of one or the other. The French could 
have no Hopes of engaging the Six Nations on 
their Side againft the EngKjfe^ aad therefore wifely

Hind neuter, which tVve7 couU ^T4QK.^\$i W^ 
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pditieal Arguments, of which the Indians were 
feniible enough. // is your Intereft^ the French. 
EmiiTaries faid, not tofuffer either the Fitnch or the 
Engltfh to he ahfolute Mafters ; for in that Cafe you 
mfi become Slaves to the one or the other* From this 
politic View chiefly, the Interpreter met with fo 
much Oppofition every where: Tho' it is not to be 
doubted, but that at the fame Time the French had 
eain'd fome particular Sachims entirely into their 
Intereft ; however, many were prevailed on to come 
to AWany^ to hear what the Governor oi New-York 
had to fay to them ; tho' feveral Sachims ftaid be- 
hind. When they of the more diftant Nations 
came along with the Interpreter to the lower Mo* 
bowk Caftle, and found that Mr. Johnfon had aU 
ready engaged many of the young Men there to 
join the Army againft Canada^ the others blamed 
ihit Ahbawks i telling them with fome Warmth, 
That they had been very rafli in engaging fo far. 
<' Tfacjr oughts the otben bad%. to have coniidered 
\ that theyy the Mobenvhy wefe tfle fmallefi in 
^ Number of any of the Six Nations^ and ought not 
*. to have proceeded to fb great a Length, without 
^. die previous Confent of the others.' To this the 
jMohawks anfwered, // is true^ we are Ufs conftdirable 
as to Number 9 than any of the other Nations j but our 
ifearts are truly Englifb, and all of us are Men ♦ ; 
fo ibaty if our Force be put to the Trials perhaps it will 
be found greater than you imagine^ Thefe lJifputes» 
however, continued fo far, that the Mohawks^ and 
die other Five Nations^ could not go in Company 
to jflbaHyy the Mohawks marched on one Side o£ 
the River^ while the other Nadons went on the- 
Qtber Side. [There are two Roads from the Mo- 
hawks Cajile to SchenedUda, one on each Side of the 
Mohawks River."]

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When the Ifidians came near the T<Jwn of Al^ 
bi^j on the 8*** of -/lugufty Mr. Johnfm put himfelf 
at the Head of the M^hawks^ dreflea and painted 
after the Manner cf an trtdian War-Captain ; and 
die Indians who followed hint, were likewife dreflU 
and painted, as it ufual with them Whefl they fef 
out in War, The Indians fainted the Governor as 
they pafled the Fort, bv a running Fire ; which his 
Excellency ordered to be anfwerdl by a Difcharge 
of fome Cannon from the Fort : He afterwanh re- 
ceived the Sachims in the Fort-HaO, bid them Wel« 
come, and treated them with a Glafs of Wine. 

As, by all Accounts, the Difpofition of the Six' 
'Nations feemed at this Time lefs in Favour of the" 
Briiijh Intereft than was to be wi(hed, his SxceN 
Jency thought it neceflarv to have frequent Confer 
rcnces, in private, with the principle Sachims of 
each Nation j fome times feparately and fingty, at 
either 'limes, with fome of each Nation jointly. 
There w«re only two of the Mfhatbks Sachfmf (be- 
fides Jarm befftremefttioned, who left the Caftle 
at this Time) that Could riot be prevailed im by 
Mr. Johnfin to dedare themfclve* for entering irito 
the War againft Canada: They were both of the 
Cknajoharj ot Upper-Caftle, and one of them the 
Head of the Tribe, called the Tortoifey (Which, 
tho' not fo numcreus as that of the Bear^ yet Is 
looked on as the firil in Rank 6r Dignity ^) and, 
as he had been with the Governor of Canada taft 
3pHngy ft was thought to be of feme Cohfequence 
to gain him. Mr. CdlJen, above twenty Years flnce, 
had the Cortiplirtient of being received into that 
Caftlej and, about feven Years fmce, (the laft 
Time he had been with the Mdhaxvks) had contrac* 
fed totiit more particufcir Acquaintance with thfefe 
two Sachims : He invited them to a private Confe- 
rmccy at which, the Reverend Mr. Barclay affifted 
« Zntcrpreters they met VAm^ «d btougjht five 
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ore with them : After this Conference thcfe Sa- 
linis appeared as hearty as any of the others. He 
at was Head of the Tribe, callM the Tortoife^ faid. 
His Unde had been the chief War-Captain 
among the Mohawks : That his Uncle had parti- 
cularly diftinguifhed himfelf in their Wars 
s^ainft the French, and he was refolved to (hew 
htmfelf not unworthy of his Anceftors, nor of his 
Uncle's Name* which he had obulned after his 
Death/ 

After the principal Sachims had, at thefe Con^ 
rences, been brought to a good Diipofition, his 
coellency ^viled with the Gentlemen of the 
suncit) and the CommiiSoners from the Afaffa- 
li/ifs Bavy on what might be proper to be faid to 
e Six Nations in the p^IIc Speech, which he now 
opofed to make to tho^. Col. WendsU and Mr. 
ells had arrived from BoJIon about the End of July ^ 
d foon after they came to Town, his Excellency 
dered the Gentlemen of the Council to commu* 
6ite to them all the Information which had been 
cdvedy with refped to the InSan Affairs : And 
ey had frequent Conferences together from Time 
Time, as Occafion required : It was likewifc 
ought proper to communicate what his Excel- 
ticy intended to fay to ibme of the Sachims of 
cK Niation, who were thought moft hearty in th^ 
ntijh Intereft ; who faid,^ that it was well con- 
tv'd as could have been done, had they them* 
vcs advi(ed upon the Subjef): ; only, as it had been 
f^ifed to obferve in the nrft Draught, That fome 
his Majefty's Subje£h bad been inflis^ted by the 
'inch to rife in Rebellion againft the King; that 
ey had been defeated by one of the King's Sons j 
at thefe poor People were now utterly ruined, and 
d nothing left but to bewail their Folly in the 
lifery that was brought upon them, by fufFering 
eoilelves to be deliSed by the Pcomvf<:s o( i\\^

French ; they fald, that they did not underftand the 
Affairs on the other Side of the Sea» nor did they 
trouble their Heads about them ; and as they had 
no Method of retaining what is fpoke to them 
but by their Memories, they were afraid that this 
might perplex their Memories, and msdce them lefs 
attentive to what was properly their Bufinefs; 
and advifed, that it ihould be leit out i which ac« 
cordingly was done. 

Another Difficulty remained. The publick Inter- 
preter had been taken dangeroufly ill in his Return 
to Albany^ and was at this Time confined to his ' 
Bed, Tho* feveral were employed, who had Know- 
ledge fufficient in the Lanj^^ of the Six Nations^ 
to make themfelves be lin^^ood, and to under- 
ftand what was fpoke tothdftv; yet none of them 
were fo much Mafters of thie Language, as to fpeak 
with that Propriety and Diftinftnefs that is expeft- 
cd, and ufual on fo folemn an Occafion. Jt was 
thought therefore proper, to make one of theSachims 
underftand the Speech, 5y the Affiftancc of the 
common Interpreter, that he. might be able to 
deliver it Paragraph by Paragraph, as it ftiould be 
fpoke. At firft a Mohawk Sachim was pitched 
upon ; but the Sachims themfelves told yj^'^Yiit 
for fomeTime paft, a kind of Party- Divifion among 
the Six Nations had fubfifled : That the MobawHs, 
Onandagasj and Senecas^ form'd one Party ; and the 
Omydoesy Tufcaroras^ and Cayugasj the other : That, 
as the Mohawks might be fufpeSed to be nioriepar* 
tj^l to the Englijh^ it would be of more Ufe to em- 
I)loy one of the other Party ; and an Oneydo Sachim 
was propofed for that Purpofe. This Man was 
eafily enough made to underftand the Speech, and 
he repeated it feveral Times over in private, and 
was inftrufted where to hiake the proper Stops* 
After the Speech was delivered, fome of the Com- 
mif&on^i^ for Indian Affairs,^ and other Perfons 

prefent 
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f refent at the Delivery, who underftood both Lziv 
guages, acknowledged, that this Indian had acquit* 
ed himfelf of his Truft faithfully, and had deli- 
vered vthe Senfe of the Speech clearly and di-» 
ftinaiy. 

While thefe laft Preparations were making, hiV 
Excellency .was taken ill of a Fever, which, occa-- 
itoned feme further Dfelay ; and as his Excellency 
did not recover fo foon as was wifhed, the Sachimi 
were told, that his Excellency being unwilling to» 
detain therii without Neceffity, would, if they de- 
fired it, direft Mr* Colden to fpeak to thorn in his; 
Name, what he defigned to fay. They anfwered^ 
that they would be well pleafed to hear it fronm 
Mr. Coldafs Mouth*.

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At every Stop> where a Belt was given, one of 
the Sachims called out To-hahf to which all the 
reft anfwered in a Sound which cannot be exprefled 
in our Letters, but feemed to confift of two Words. 
remarkably diftinguifhed in the Cadence ; it feemed. 
to this Purpofe ; the Sachim calls, Doyouhecar ?. 
The Anfwer is. We attend and remember, or un- 
derftand ; or elfe it is a kind of Plaudit our In- 
terpreters could not explain. At the Clofe of the: 
Speech, one Sachim of each Nation called out 
feverally the Yo-hahy to which the others of the 
fame Nation anfwered feverally: But when the. 
War-Belt was thrown down, they gave the Wai- 
Shout. We expeded but fix of thefe Plaudils, 
according to the Number of the Six Nation^^ but 
eight were diftindly delivered ; by which we un- 
derflood fome other Nations were united with themi 
ojj this Occafion. 

After the Speech was delivered, the Sachims o£ 
Ihe feveral Nations had Conferences together'; and 
fome Time being fpent in deliberating, they ac-* 
quainted his Excellency, * That they had agreed 

* upon their Anfwer, which they ,were ready to 

* give whenever he would appoint a Time to re- 

* ceive it -^ and he named the next Day. 

Accordingly, on the 23"* of Auguft^ His £xc£i-» 
LSKCY being prefent; the Gentlemen of die 
Council ; the Commiffioners from Bofimy 
the Commiffioners for Indian Affairs; the 
Corporation of Albany ; and many Gentle* 
men, as at the Time when hb ExceJIem^'^ 
Speech was delivered. 

An Onondaga Sachim, who had formerly been 

Speaker for the Six Nations on feveral public Oc- 

cafions, rofe up and fpoke : What he faid was 

jfMkkly interpreted» in the Hearing of feveral 
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who tinderflood the Indian Language weH^ n 
follows : 

Brethren of NtuhYorkj and of the Majfachufets^ 
Bayy 

WJ7"£ the Six Nations are novj aJfemhUd together 
^^ as one Man^ and we take In the Meflcfagucs 
for thefeventh Nation; and what is now to betoken 
by one Mouthy are the joint and ftncere Thoughts of 
every Heart. 

We are pleafed that you follow the Steps of our 
Forefathers J in wiping off ihe^forrowful Tears from 
our EyeSy by which the Stoppage of our Throats are^ 
openedy and the bloody Bed wajh*d clean.. 

[Gave three Strings of Wampum. J 

Brethren, Tl^efirji Time we met together y we only 
faluted each other by Jhaking of Hands ; we after-* 
wards made a Covenant Chain of Silver^ which wt 
mutually have held faji to this Day ; Jhbuld it now ^ 
ftp from either of our Hands, it would prove De- 
ftruSfion td both Sides j Jince our Enemies have drawn 
the Sword. [Gave a Belt.] 

Brother of New -York ; Laf Tear you gave us the 
Hatchet to be made Ufe of again/l your Enemies j the 
French, which we accepted, and promifed to make 
ufe of it if they Jhould commit any farther Hojiilities 
upon the Englifli, which they have now done by de- 
Jiroying Saraghtoga, and Jhedding a great deal of 
Blood: Hitherto we have made no tffe of the Hatchet 5^ 
but as you now call upon us, we are ready, and A. 
declare from the Bottom of our Hearts, that we wilt, 
from this Day^ make ufe of it againjl the French^ 
and their Children, (meaning their Indians). 

[N. B. The Queftion was afked them by his E;f- 
cellency. Whether by the Words their CA/7-. 
dren, they meant all the Indians in AlUaao^ 
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with the French ? To which the? anfwereft^ 
Yes ?] 
[At the End of the foregoing Paragraph, the 
^. ^>eakef threw down a War-Belt of Wam- 
pum on the Ground, it being the Indian Cuf- 
tom to deliver War- Belts, or make Decla- 
ration of War in this Manner : This he did 
with a remarkable Shew of Indignation, in- 
tending thereby to exprcfs their Refentment 
againft the French and their Allies, and their 
Zeal for the Englijh.'] [Gave a Beh.] 

Brother of New-York ; Auor£ng to your Exhor* 
tuition in jour Speech to us, we are firmly united to- 
gether from this Time, to aBi as having one Heart ; 
the Meflcfagues are in the fame Manner joined and 
united with usjlikewife the Southern Nations herder ing 
upon us I and we hope that youj and the other Go^ 
vernors mthe Qnttinent^ will kin thljann AUamut^ 
joined and unHedugethr. [Gave a Belt.] 

[They repeated over his Exccllcncy*s Speech iti 
Relation to the Conqueft of Cape^Breton ; 
and added, TVe hope that our Fleet and Army 
will he alfo vi^orious in the prefent Expedition 
againn Canada j for the French are a mifchiev- 
out People,^ [Gave a Belt.} 

As to your Sufpicions of our admitting French 
Priefts among usy they are become groundlefsy ftnce 
we have now declared ff^ar againft them : 7%e ad- 
mitting vf Priefts would only tend to lull us afleep to 
our DeJtruSfion. Should any now dare to comsy ive 
know no Ufefor them hut to roaji them. The Thoughts 
tfthe Treatment we formerly received from the French, 
thro* the Means of their Priefisy and which you now 

Jiafonably have brought to our Remembrancey makes

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Brother of Afeo^-r^nl ; Thts is the fecmd Timi 
you have put the Hatchet into our Hands^ which we

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After the Speaker had finifhed, his Excellency 
told them by the Interpreter, that the Kuig their 
Tather had ordered him to make them a Prefent on 
this Occafion j and that the Government of /^/r- 
£inia had, on the fame Occaflon, fent them a Pre« 
ient. The Commiifioners from Bo/l^ at the fame 
^Time told them, that they had a Prefent from 
their Government ; and as they were foon to re- 
turn Home, defired the Six Nations to come to 
their Lodgings to receive it ; on which, the Indians 
ilefired his Excellency to delay his Prefent to next 
Day, and they immediately went to receive their 
Prefents from the Commiifioners of the AlaJ/acbu^ 
fetS'Bay. 

The next Day, the Prefents from the King be- 
ing expofed on one Part, and thofe from Virginia 
feparately near them, it was agreed by the People 
of Alhanyy who had feen many publick Prefents 

g'ven to the Six Nations on Treaties with them, 
at this WAS the moft valuable ever given. His 
Excellency, on giving the Prefents, field j

•« yj^ O U here fee a Token of thc'Regard the 
** 1 King your Father has for you ; and there 
- ** is a Token of the Friendfhip of the Govcrn- 
•* ment of Virginia : But on this Occafion I can- 
•* not forbear taking Notice to you, that fome of 
^' your FcofU being ztCanadai when the News 
*^ of the Reduftion of Cape-Breton came there, 
^^ and when the French expe£led that ^ebec 
^^ would be immediately attacked in Confequence 
•* of it ; feveral of them joined with the French^ 
^^ and promifed them Affiftance. This occafioned 
^^ fome Uneafinefs to your Brethren, being con* 
*^ trary to the Faith of your Nations, as well as 
^^ to jour Brethren's Expeoations ; however, you 
^* msLj fioWf by pecfotmu\g the pjromifcs you 
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* Ydfterday made ia the moft folemn Manner, 

* remove all Sufpicions, and for ever fecure die 

* Friendihip of your Brethren, which hitherto

What his Excellency faid, having been inter- 
preted by a Mohawk Sachim, the oachim added 
of his own Head, You now fie h§w you are hire 
treated, really like Brethren j the Governor o/Czti^d^, 
does not treat his Indians y^ ; they are fit on like his 
DogSf and they run on without Thought or Conjidera^ 
tion : You fie what a noble Prefint is made to you\ if 
the Governor of C?Si2Li2L fiould fiize all the Goods in 
that Country, it would not be in Ids Power to make 
fuch a Pr^nt. 

"The Onondaga Sachim, Speaker of the Six Na» 
uonsy immediately replied.

His Excellencv c^ed Ibveral df the chief Sa« 
{htim» who had Deen ufeful in the Treaty, to htm 
,n private, and gave them Prefents feverally ; nei- 
lier did beforget the Mffi/ague Deputies : He had 
I particiiiar Conference with one cf them in pri- 
/ate, the other was (ick of the SmaH-Pox. At this 
Conference, this Deputy aflured his Excellency of 
:he good Inclinations of his Nation to the Englijb^ 
uid their Averfion to the French^ he iaid, * That 
' many of the Nations to the Weft ward of them 
^ difliked the French \ and as an Inftance of it, he 
xdd, * That the Frnub lately having prefled a 

* uieighbouring Nation to take up the Hatchet 
' ^ainft the £nglijhy they received it ; but made 
^ Ufe of it againft the French themfelvcs, and 
^ killed all the French then with them, being fixty 
^ in Number, with the Lofs of only one Man of 
' their own Nation.' His Excellency made him 
bandfome Prefents, and gave him a Belt to carry 
to his Nation, with an Invitation to join in the 
War againft the French ; the Meffefague re- 
ceived them with a Profeffion ef the moft fincere 
and hearty Friendfliip ; and that he made na 
Doubt of bringing two, three, or four hundred 
Men of his Nation, to ferve this Fall againft the 
Fnnch. He added, ^ That he and feveral of his 
' Relations would immediately ufe their beft £n- 
' deavours, with feveral otncr Nations to the 

* Weftward of them, who were numerous, to join 

* againft the French ; in which^ be Jaid, V^ Vi.^ 

^ great Hopes of Succefs, becaute tivc:^ >Ne\^ ^v^- 
Jkn'sfied with the French^ 
Vol. II. H ^^ 
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His Excellency took all poi&ble Care of the fick 
Mejfefague^ had him brouglit iiUo aHoufe, and 
and ordered him to be attended by two Phyficians; 
Jbut the poor man had the Misfortune to diei'after 
lie had been above a Fortnight ill. When he jDuifd 
liimfelf near his End, he fent to the Governor, to 
defire him, as his laft Requeft, that his^ Excellency 
would fend the firft Fnncb Scalp that fhodki be 
taken, to his Mother; and when hewas told^that 
his Excellency had promifed it, be (hewed a Con- 
tentednels and Refignation to Death. This Mlf« 
fortune was increafed by the Death of the other 
Mijfifague Deputy likewife, who was taken ill in 
his Way Home, and died. The Six Nattens took 
Care of their Wives and Children, who had come 
vith them ; and it was not doubted but that thev, 
and all the Prefents given them, would be iafeiy 
conveyed to their own Homes. 

Having fo far ^iven an Account of what pafled 
with the Six Nations^ it may be proper next to re- 
late the Treaty with the MehUtandtirs^ or BJnsir h- 
Jiansj viz. the fcveral Tribes of Indians living at 
fef eral Places on each Side of HudJioCs River. 

On his Excellency's Arrival at Albany^ having 
feund that there had been a NegleA in fending for 
the Efopm and Minijftnk Indians^ he fent Coders for 
them to be invited. The Mebikanders being con- 
vened the 21 ft, his Excellency directed Mr. Ol- 
den to fpeak to them in his Name and Words; 
which Mr. Coldm did ; the other Gentlemen of the 
Council, the Commiffioners lEiom Boftmt^ the Com- 
miffioners for InJ&an Affairs^ and feveial other 
Gentlemen being prefent, in the Words foUow- 
•ing:

*' bouring Colonies, together with many Ships of

&ix NatiMSy and their Anfwer; and as. this has 
been fet forth at Length, before, it is needleft to 
repeat what was then faid. The Reafon of his 
Excellency's foeaking to them in this Manner was, 
faecaufe thefe Nations living on the Safyuiiatmeh 
River and its Branches, are known to be Dc^eh*. 
dents on the Six Nations, 

The next Day they eave their Anfwer; thcGen- 
tlemen of the Council, the Commiffioners for Ijif^ 
dianA^TiUSj the Corporation of Jlhany^ theOfficerij 
of the four independent Companies, and ieveral 
Officers of the new Levies, and other Gentlemen 
being prcfent, as they were when his Excellency 
fpoke to the Indians : Their Anfwer was puUickly 
interpreted as follows :

" Tou Tefierjday informed us of what you had f aid to 
the Six Nitions, and their Anfwer \ we are grieved 
that fbe Six Kations have not already made ufe of the 
Hatcijetj but have hitherto kept it by them, arid have 
nk Jent otit their young JUen to revenge the Murders 
wbtch have been committed by the Enemy. 

IVi are refohed to make ufe of the Hatchet againft 
tie French, to revenge the Injuries done to you and 
yoitr People^ our Brethren. 

We have received at Times very different Kind of 
Newsfrom the Six J^zXxons^fometimes it feemed as if 
fii French would be Mqflers ; but it cannot be /;, 
^ey are a deceitful People^ and cannot be trufted ; thay 
make fair Promifesy and have no Intention to perform 
iBeki ; tbq flatter themfelves with Hopes to be majiers^ 
Hi tbey fiall be difappointed -, for we Jhall hep the 
Hatcbet firmly in our Hands ^ and are refohed to make 
Vfetfit.

His Excellency returneid them Thanks for their 
ip readily taking up the Hatcher ; he (aid, that he 
would prefently iet the War-Kettle over the Fire» 
and provide them with every Thing necefiary for 
the War. His Excellency gave them a handfome 
Erdent in puhlick for their Nations in general, and

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private Prefents to their principal Sadiims; oae«f 
which promifed, that after his Return HomCj he 
would go round all the Indutn Settlementi , to in- 
\ite them into the War apinft the FtmI^ and 
their Indians ; and that he did not doubt to be abk 
to bring fix Hundred Men from the ludioB Sqttle- 
jiiencs on the Safgtuharmab River and Us Brandu?* 
to in;:rch at any Time, and to any Place, Ivs £x- 
ce'l?jtc/ fliould appoint, in order to join the Forces 
int !.' againft Canada \ in the mean Tim^ 
;. . I .,:'ic] caufe a Party of their Men to ^o out 
v.iui hi: r.'.cn to fcourthie Woods, and dear tbcm 
of the henJ} fculking InSans. 

About this Time, a Serjeant of Capt. Livly^oit% 
Coirpany was furpri2:ed and killed by a fciuking 
Party of French Indians: In a few Minutes afber 
the Account of this came to his Excellency, who 
happened to be dining at that Time in Capt. Wnx* 
alh Tent, fourteen of the Safquihannab InSan} 
were obfervcd running paft the Tent, in order to 
crofs the River, and meet tihe Firemb IndUms\ 
which his Excellency obferving, and being apprp- 
henfive that they might meet with fome ot ILhiB 
Parties of the new Levies that were gone out for 
the fame Purpofq, ^jnd that they might be in t)ap* 
ger of being attacked through Mii&kc ; be sLfkTd 
if any of the Guard which then attended, woi4<t 
voluntarily go along with the Indians? Two Men 
offered themfelves, who went with one who trn- 
derftood che Indian Language, in order to prevent 
Miftakes. Happy it was that this Precaution was 
taken ; for Capt. Fanning^ with a great Part of hit 
Company^ baving gone out with the fame Inten- 
tion of intercepting tiie French Indians^ he diCcovered 
this Party of our Indians^ and taking them to 
be French Indians^ he kept his Men under the Cover 
of fome Buihes, with their Arms ready to fire, 
expecting the nearer A^j^roach of the IntSansi

Fanning*^ Men, called out, and 
r "to Capt. Fanning when his Men were 
ffitt. None of the Parties that went out:

amc Misfortune, they retum'd, after hav- 
n but a few Pays in the Woods. His

dearefl RebtionSj and fame of them tbe'bravifi Jditk 
we had in our Nation : Teu mtt/l allow us Time to 
bewail our Misfortune. ■ 

About ten Days before his Excellency left Albany^ 
a Party of upwards of feventy Men, confifting rf 
Ibme of each Nation, went againft Canada : Some 
Chrifiians were of the Party to affift and direS, 
and to be WitnefTes of the Behaviour of the fiuUans. 
They were to avoid all the Lakes, and the ufual 
Roads and Pafles to Canada^ and were Co go thro' 
the Woods over Mountains that are feldom pafled, 
to prevent the Enemies difcovering them: But 
after thefe had been out, Capt. Butler*^ Son, to 
.whom the chief Direction of this Party was com- 
mitted, was uken ill of the Small-pox, and five 
of the Indians were obliged to return to caiiy 
him Home. Another fmall Party was lent out to 
take Prifoners, and gain Intelligence at Crown'-Pmnt* 
At the writing of this, it is not known what Succefi 
thev have had. 

When the Six Nations had come as far as tbe 
lower Mohawk Caflle, in their Return Heme, they 
were met by about fix Men of their own Nations, 
who delivered a Meflage from Canada^ which had 
been brought by the SuUan who was taken by the 
French at Crown- Pointy and carried to Canada. The 
MefTage was interpreted in the following Words : 
** The Governor of Canada had called tbe Cahnw 
** aga Indians to him, and then complained to them, 
•* that fome of the Six Nations^ his. Children, had 
*• killed fome of his People : You all know, he 
<* faidy that I am not hafty or palEonate, biit will 
•* rather bear a great deal than (hew Refentment, 
** wherefore I am refoWed to pafs this over ; but 
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^ ia the mean TioNS, I muft defire vou to gd 
^ amobg the f/Jir NntionSf to-find out tne Rcafbn 
«f dFihis IVoceedin^g, afid to tell them, that if arijr 
M Thing likeit happen again, X will make theni 
f ;Jinait •: - You may neverthckfs affure my Chit- 
«< drdn * of the Six Nations j that I love and efteeoi 
*^ them equally with the Cahntdagas^ or Shawenda=^ 
^^ Jus t, being of the fame Blood. And ta con- 
" vince them of my Love, I now fend back to 
^ them one of their People that was taken at Crown-^ 
^ PnnU without eating his Fleih. And now Cah^ 
** miagasy my Children, I would not have you fpilf 
^ any more clood from Albany upwards, for I begin 
*' ta pity their Weaknefs \ but turn your Ann* 
*' towards New-England^ againft your moft invete- 
^ rate Enemies ; there is the Place for you to gain 
" Honour now/' 

The Cabnuagas gave the following Anfwer to 
the Governor of Canada : Father, Tou art in the 
wrong to dijirt us to go among tbf Six Nations /or 
Ifag/tigencfy or tmth Menaces-, /or /tub will only, /iir 
thorn up^ and hring them and all their AUies (who are 
very numerous) uponyou^ to de/iroy you at onee. We 
know they are not to he bullied by your Words or ours 5 
wherrforoy Father, we mufi leave you to go through 
Ms Work by your/el/ 

Aiter having, as above, related what badpafleJ 
between them and the Governor of Canada^ they 
fent the following Meflage from themfelve». 

Brethren of the Sije Nations, *^ We hear the Go- 
" vemor of New^Tork has invited you to meet 
^ bim.^ wt intreat you not to mind any Thing he

A Cahnua^a Indian was fent alpr\g with the Pri- 
ibner that was reflored ; but when he came neat 
the Settlements of the Six NaticnSy his Heart fail'd 
him, and he fent the Prifoner forward by himfelf 
with the MeiTage. 

The Readinefs with which the Six Nations cam^ 
municatcd this Mcflage> and the Slight they in all 
Appearance put upon it, is fome Proof of Hieir Sin- 
cerity in the Promifcs they made to his £iccellency ;. 
neither from any Thing which has happened can it 
be fluwn, that they were not fincere. On the 
contrary,, it appears by Mr. Joknfm'% Letter to his

- ;Whea the Companies raifed in Penfylvama ar- 
civfid at Alhawfy his Excellency was informed hf 
their Captains, that Mr» Tkomasy Governor of that 
]h:ovtace, had ktit Conrad If^eifer their publick In- 
lerpneter^ among the Safquehannah Indians ; andr 
that they expedbd his Arrival at this Place in s 
little Time, with at leaft three hundred Indians^ 
The Treaties with the Indiansy which Mr»^ Thomas^ 
has publiChed, gave great Hopes of the Succefs that 
the. Interpreter would have; and thereby increafed 
the Dtfappoiotment, when Mr, fVeifer arrived a 
&w Days before his Excellency left Albany^ and^ 
did not bring one Indimi with him. 
. Hb Excellency Governor CiliWwhad, perhaps^ 
OMUie Difficulties to ftruggle with on this Occa- 
iaay than any Governor of New^Tork had at anjr 
Time : . The Six Nations had, on feveral Occafions,, 
givien Grounds ofMiftruft; the Governor of Ci?- 
nada was attempting all the Means in his Power 
Ui di%'<ert their AfFeSions from us ; the People of 
the County of Jlbany had, for tonv^ T'vkv^ ^^^v 
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Commiffioners [ot ImHan.A&ini the Cominifi^ 
oners themfelves. were divided in their Seatimepti^ 
and feveral of them refufed to attend tiieiy 
Meetings ; and they confefled to hh £xcei]enc]K» 
that they had loft all Influence on the InMant^^ 
Mr. Gdoch having declined the Command of tl^ 
Forces at Albany^ his Excellency was forced like- 
wife to undertake a new and great Care^ which lie 
in no Manner expe£ied when he left the City of 
Niw-York^ and which, from many Incidents, was 
attended with many Difficulties. If thefe Things 
be duly confidered, and the Dangers his Perfoa 
was in from the Infection of two different Difeafes, 
which at that Time raged in the City of Albany^ 
of which great Numbers died during his Refidencc 
there, of near three Months ; none can doubt of 
his hearty 2^al for the Succefs of an Affair, in 
which the Safety and Profperity of all the Colonies 
in North America were immediately concerned* 

But as every one may not be fufficiently apprized 
of what Confequence the &ix Nations being hearty, 
is to the Intereft of Great- Britain^ it may be 
proper to obferve. That though a Number of In- 
dians to march with the Army, which was in* 
tended to attack Canada^ would be of great Uib in 
difcoverins and defeating the AmbuSies of the 
Enemy's Indians^ while they were every Day to be 
guarded againft b/ the Forces which were to march 
b^ Land ; and would,* by their Incur (ions into the 
Enemy's Country, terribly harrafs them, and keep 
them from joining their Forces into any great Body 
to oppofe the Deiign ; thefe are not the moft con« 
fiderable Advantages which might be gaiiied from the 
Affedion of the Six Nations at this Time, or any 
Time of War ; for if the inland Extent of the 
Colonies from Nova Scotia to Georgia be conddered, 
and at the fame Time the numerous Indian Na- 
tioas^ oa the Continent of Aimrica^ who may,.hy 

the 
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Ae Artifices of the Fttnch^ be indu^ to make In- 
oirfions every where ; and the cruel Methods by 
Miich the Indians make Incurfions in fmall Par* 
tfed, from the vaft Force which every where co- 
vtcs the Continent, and which in many Places is 
impenetrable; it muft evidently appear, that 
though the Englijh Colonies be of much fuperior 
Force in Numbers of Men, yet their Number 
would not be 'fufficient to proteft their Frontiers 
fifom the Incurfions of the Indians in every Place : 
And that, while their Forces muft in this Cafe be 
£vided and fcatCered all over their Frontiers, it 
may be in the Power of the French in Canad^y to 
invade with Succcfs any Part of the Englijh Colo- 
nies. On the other Hand, if a proper Attempt 
were to be made by the Northern Colonies alone, 
without the Affiftance of their Mother Country, 
but with the AiHftance of the Indians^ it would in 
all Appearance be fufficient to reduce Canada \ for 
if the Indian Nations can be perfuaded to join hear* 
tily, (as from what is above related it feems pro- 
bable they may) it will be impoi&ble for the Inha- 
bitants of Canada to defend themfelves from the 
Incurfions of thefe numerous Indian Nations, and 
from a Body of regular Troops at the fame Time. 
As the French are very fenfible of thefe Advantages 
to be gained from the Friendfhip of the Indian^ 
Nations, they negle£): no Means in their Power ti> 

frocure them : And it is to be hoped, that the 
Northern Colonies will be no lefs affiduous in a 
Matter on which their WeU-being at leaft de- 
pends. 

Some People wifh that the Indtans^ may remaifi 
neuter, and think it advifeable to purfue Meafures 
ior that Purpofe, by which many horrid Barba- 
rities would be prevented. No doubt this is- to be 
wifhed ; but can the EngUJh, Colonies by any 
Means be aiTured^ that the Fr§mb vrill be fincere 
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in preferving fuch a Neutrality ? And if ifccy 6e 
not fincere, we ihall more cenainly- eNpafe tnir* 
ftlves to all thefe Calamities, tl)an we are fiow^ ^ 
Indians being engaged on botb Sides. The ft* 
Nations ^re J bvtheirnatural Inclinations, difpofed 
to War-like Enterprizes : They never haVe -been 
at Peace with all their Neigbbotfrs^ finee thej. 
were known to Chriftians. The Reputation Atf 
have gained among all the In^an Nations in Nwib 
AmerUay gives them an Influence in the Councik 
of every Nation. It may then* be eafy for the 
French to turn this Difpofitton of War in the Six 
Nationsy againft us, and, by their Influence, draw 
all the Indian Nations in North America upon us* 
The Genius of the Six Nations will not AifFer them 
to remain inadtive, while their Neighbours are at 
War. 

In the laft Place, it may not be improper to ob^ 
ferve at this Time, that though the Colonies to- 
the Southward (and the Inhabitants of the Parts of 
the Northern Colonies, which arc lefs expofed t6 
the Incurfions of Indians) think themfelves littl« 
concerned in Intereft, or in the Confequences of 
the prefent War ; yet, if they would conCder thai 
the Northern Colonies are really their Frontiers^ 
and that they defend the others from all the Ca« 
lamities of a moft barbarous War ^ the Southenv 
Colonies muft think that any Contiibution of Men. 
and Money, which is expeded from them, is a^ 
€afy Purchafe of the Freedom from fuch Cakuni^ 
ties, to which their Brethren are fubjeSed ; and 
that while they can follow their Occupations at 
Eafe, they are much better enabled to fupport the 
Expence of a War than the Northern Colonies 
are, where the Inhabitants are every Day in 
Danger of their Lives from a cruel Enemy, while 
tt their daily and innocent Labours. If the 
SoiUbem Colomes negjbd to keep the War at a> 
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Diftance from them, they ma^, at an improper 
Time, become fcnfible of the Evils their Brethrea 
ftifer, uid of their own Folty at the fame Time. 

New-Tork^ Z)^f. 2, 1746. 
The Party of feventy Indians and Whites men- 
tioned in this Treaty, did not go out together as 
was at iirft intended ; Sicknefs, and other Incidents,. 
made it neceffary to alter the Meafures at firft pro- 
poied. One Party of thirty Indians and ten Whites 
went by thcmfelves. Thefe fell upon a French 
Settlement on the North-fide of St. Lawrence Ri- 
ver, about 10 Leagues above Montreal^ and 
brought away eight French Prifoners, one of theni^ 
a Captain of Militia, and four Scalps, Another 
Party of nine Indians went to the Cahnuagas^ undec 
Pretence of continuing the Neutrality with them ;. 
they were introduced to the Governor of Montreal 
under the fame Pretence, who made them Pre- 
fents : Their Defign was to gain what Intelligence 
they could, and after they had done this, they 
aflcd their Part fo well, that they received feverd 
Letters, one from the Governor of Montrealy and 
others from confiderable Perfons, to the Comman- 
dant of Fort St. Frederick at Crown Point. la 
their Way thither, by which they were to return 
Home, they furprized fome French in a fmallFort, 
killed five, and brought away one Prifoner and dne 
Scalp. They Drought the French Prifoner and the 
Letters to the Commanding Officer at Mbanyy and 
informed him of what they had feen and heard at 
Montfiat*

w'kNOW ye therefore. That wc 
(favouring the Petition and good Purpofe of the 
(aid fFilUam Penrij and having Regard to the Me- 
mory, and Merits of hb late Father in divers Ser- 
vices, and particularly to his Conduct, Courage, 
and pifcretion under our deareft Brother JAMES 
Duke. of Tari^ in that fignal Battle and Viftory 
fought and obtained againft the Dutch Fleet, com- 
manded by the Heer Van Opdanty in the Year 
1665 : In Confideration thereof, of our fpecial 
Grace, certain Knowledge, and meer Motion) 
have given and granted, and by this our prefent 
Charter; for us, our Heirs and SucceJIbrs, do give 
and grant unto the faid IVtlliam Penn^ his Heirs 
and Affigns, all that IraA or Part of Land in 
America^ with the Iflands therein contained, as the 
fiune is bounded on the Eaft by Delaware River^ 
from twelve Miles Diftance Northwards of New- 
-caftk Town, unto the three*>and*fortieth Diegree qf 
Northern Latitude, if the faid River doth extend 
lb far Northward : But if the faid River Ihall not 
extend fo far Northward, then by the faid River 
fo far as it doth extend, and from the Head of 
the faid River the Eaftem Bounds are to be deter- 
mined by a Meridian Line, to be drawn from the 
Head of the faid River, unto the faid forty-third 
Degree. The faid Land to extend Weftward five 
Degrees in Longitude, to be computed from the 
faid Eaftem Bounds ; and the faid Lands to be 
bounded on the North by the Beginning of the

SECT. m. 

And him, tlie faid JPllUam Penn^ his Heirs and 
Affiens, we do, by this our Royal Charter, for us, 
our Heirs and Succeflibrs, make, create, and con- 
fiitute, the true and abfolute Proprietary dl the 
Country aforefaid, and of all other the Premiflcs ; 
Saving always to us, our Heirs and Sucqeilbrs^ the 
Faith and AU^iance of the iaid fViiUam Penn^.fii^ 
JFfcjrs and Aflims, and of all other J^roprietariei, 
TeMntSf and lnhaVitMits,ihaXax«o\fica!ii\it'iivt]i- 
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in the Territories and Precindb aforeraid; and 
faving alfo unto us, our Heirs and SuccefTors, the 
Sovereignty of the aforefaid Country, to have, hold, 
poflefs, ana enjoy the (aid Tra^ of Land, Country, 
Ifles, Inlets, and other the Premifles, unto the faid 
WiUiim Penny his Heirs and Affign^, to the only 
proper Ufe and Behoof of the faid fyilUam Penn^ 
hisHdrs and Affigns, for ever, to be holden of us, 
cmr Heirs and Succefibrs, Kings of England, as qf 
our Caftie of JVlndfor in our County of Berks, in 
free and common Soccage, by Fealty only for all 
Senricieis, and not in Capite or by Knights Service : 
Yielding and paying therefore to us, our Heirs and 
Succefibrs, two Beaver-fkins, to be delivered at our 
Caftle of Windfir on the firft Day of "January in 
every Year ; and alfo the fifth Part of all Gold and 
Sihrer Ore, which (hall from Time to Time hap- 
pen to be found within the Limits aforefaid, clear 
of all Charges. And of our further Grace, cer- 
tain Knowledge, and meer Motion, we have 
thought fit to ere£t, and we do hereby ereft tha 
aforefaid Country and Iflands into a Province and 
Seignorie, and do call it PENNSYLVANIA, 
and lo from henceforth will have it called.

And forafmuch as we have hereby made and

And forafmuch.as in the Government of fo great 
a Country, jfudden Accidents do often happen, 
wbere^nto it will be neceiTary to apply Remedy^ 
before the Freeholders of the faid Province, qr.

matins of Laws ; neither will it be convenient that 
inftantfy upon every fuch emergent Occafion, fo

or caufe to be fet or made, any Impoiition, Cu-

itants of the aforefaid Province, for their Lands, 
Tenements, Goods or Chatties, within the (aid 
Province, or Jn and upon any Goods or Merchan- 
dizes Within the Province, or to be laden or un- 
laden within the Ports or Harbours of the faid Pro- 
Vince> unleis the fame be with the Confent of the 
Proprietary, ox chief Governor, or Aflembly, or 
by KGt 01 Parliament in England* 

SECT. XXL 

And our Pleafure is, and for us, our Heirs and 
Succeflbrs, we charge and command, That this 
our Declaration (hall from henceforth from Time 
to Time be received and allowed in all our Courts, 
and before all the Judges of us, our Heirs and 
Succeflbrs, for a fufficient lawful Difcharge, Pay- 
ment and Acquittance; commanding all the Of- 
ficers and Minifters of us, our Heirs and Succeflbrs, 
and eijjoining them upon Pain of our higheft Dif- 

(leafurci 
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pleafure, that they do not prefume at any Time t0 
attempt any.Thingtothe contrary of the Prcmiffcs, 
dr that do in anySort withftand the fame; but that 
they be at all Time$ aiding and ailiftin^, as is 
fitting to the faid William Pettriy and his Heirs, and 
unt6 the Inhabitants and Merchants of the Province 
aforefaid, their Servants, Minifters, Favors, and 
Affisns, in the full Ufe and Fruition of the il^nefit 
of this our Charter. 

SECT. XXIL 

And our farther Pleafure is, and we do herteby^ 
for us, our Heirs and Succeflbrs, charge and re« 

Juire, That if any of the Inhabitants of the faid 
'rovincc, to the Number of Twenty, (hall at any 
Time hereafter be defirous, and fliall by any 
Writing, or by any Perfon deputed by them, 
iignify fuch their Defire to the BiOiop of London 
for the Time being. That any Preacher or 
Preachers, to be approved of by the faid Bifhop, 
may be fent unto them for their Infiru£lion; That 
Aen fuch Preacher or Preachers (hall and may re- 
fide within the faid Province, without any Denial 
or Moleftation whatfoever. 

S EC T. XXIII. 

And if perchance hereafter anv Doubt or Ques- 
tion (hould arife, concerning tne true Senfe and 
Meaning of any Word, Claufe, or Sentence con- 
tained in this our prefent Charter, we will, ordain, 
and command. That at all Times, and in all 
Things, fuch Interpretation be made thereof, and 
allowed in any of our Courts Whatfoever, as Ihall 
be adjudged mod advantageous and favourable 
unto the faid If^dliam Penn^ his Heirs and Afligns ; 
Provided always no Interpretation be admitted 
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^creof,,by which the Allegiance due unto us, otsr 
Heirs and Succeffors, may fuffer any Prejudice of 
Diminution; although exprefs Mention be not 
made in thefe Prefents of the true yearly Value, or 
Certainty of the Premiffes, or any Part thereof,; 
or of other Gifts and Grants made by us, and our 
Progenitors or Predeceflbrs, unto the faid tViUiam 
Penn: Any Statute, Aft, Ordinance, Provifion, 
Proclamation,, or Reflraint heretofore had, made, 
publifhed, ordained, or provided, or any other 
Thing, Caufe or Matter whatfoever, to the con- 
trary thereof, in any wife notwithftanding. INi 
WITNESS whereof we have caufed thefe ouf 
Letters to he made-Patent : Witnefs O U R S E L F, 
zXWe/tmn/hrj the F(mrthDzy of Marchy in the 
three and thirtieth Year of our Reign.

The F RAM E of. the Government of the 
Province of Pennsylvania in America rTo-x 
gether with certain L!A W S agreed upon 
in England, by the Governor and divers^ 
Freemen of the aforcfaid Province, tOr 
he further explained and continued there,.. 
by the firft Provincial Council . that (hall : 
he held, if they fee meeti. 

The P R E F A C E; 

TfTHEN the great and wife GOD had made 
^^ the World, of all his Creatures it pleafed him . 
/^ chufe Man his Deputy to rule it ; arid to fit him 
jfit JQ gnat x^Cbargc arU Trujl^ be <lid twt W^ <j«tf- 
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m) Urn VJiih Skill and Power y hut with Integrity tps 
ufe themjujlly. This native Goodnefs was equally his 
Honour and his Happinefs ; and whil/i he Jloodbere^ 
all went well j there was no need o^ coercive or com* 
tulfiue Means j the Precept of divine Love and Truth 
tn his Bofom was the Guide and Keeper of his Inno-* 
cency. But Lujl prevailing againfi Duty^ made a- 
lamentable Breach upon it 5 and the Law^ that had 
before no Power over him^ took place upon him andhit^ 
difobedient Poflerity^ that fuch as would not live con^- 
formahle to the holy Law within^ Jhouldfall under the- 
Reproof and CorreSfion of thejuft Law without^ iui 
a judicial Adminijiration. 

This the Jpoftle teaches in divers of his Epi/lles z.- 
The Law (Jays he) was added becaufe of Tranf- 
greffion: In another Place^ Knowing that the Law, 
was not made for the righteous Man 5 but for the. 
difobedient and ungodly, for Sinners, for unholy 
and prophane, for Murderers, for Whoremongers, . 
for them that defile themfelves with Mankind, and. 
for Men-ftcalers, for Liars, for perjured Perfons,^ 
bfc^ But this is. not ally he opens, iind carries the. 
Matter of Government a.littk further:. Let every- 
Soul be fubjeft to the higher Powers ; for there ia. 
no Power but of GOD. The Powers that be 
arc ordained of GOD : Whofoever therefore re-v 
fifteth the Power, refifteth the Ordinance of G O D. 
For Rulers are not a Terror to' good Worka, but 
to evil : Wilt thou then not be afraid of the. 
Power? Do that which is good, and thou fhalt havft 

Praife of the fame. He. is the Minifter of G O D 

to thee for good.— —Wherefore ye muft needs be 
fabjcd, not only for Wrath, but for Confcience 
lake. 

This Jetties the divine Right.,of Government beyond 
Exception, and that for two Ends : Firft, To terrify^ 
evil Doers ; Secondly, To cherijh thofe ibatddvjcll'^

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dhd makes it as durable in the Word^ as g09i Mm 
Jhall he. So that Government feems to me a Part of 
Religion itfelf, a Thing fa cred in its Injtitution mi 
End. For if it does not dire£fly rentffue the Caufey it 
crujhes the ijfe£fs of Evil^ and is as fucb {though a 
lower yet) an Emanation of the fame divine Power^ 
that is both Author and Object of pure Religion j the 
Difference lying here^ that the one is more free arid 
mentaly the other more corporal and compulfive in its 
Operations : But that is only to evil Doers ; Govern-' 
tnent itfelf being othertvife as capable of Kindnefs^ 
Goodnefsj and Charity^ as a more private Society, 
They weakly err^ that think there is no other life of 
Government than Corre^ion, which is the coarjtjl 
Part of it : Daily Experience tells us, that the Care 
and Regulation of many other Affair Sy more foft and 
daily neceffaryy make up much the greatejl Part of 
Government ; and which mujl have followed the Peo^ 
fling of the iVorldy had Adam never felly and will 
continue among Men on Earth under the highejt At* 
tainments they may arrive aty by the coming of the 
Ueffed Second Adam, the LORD from Heaven. 
Thus much of Government in general^ as to its Rife 
and End. 

For particular Frames and Models, // will become 
me to fay little ; and comparatively I will fay nothing. 
My Keafons are : Firft, That the Age is too nice and 
difficult for it ; there being nothing the TVits of Men 
are more bufy and divided upon. ^Tts trucy theyfeem 
to agree in the Endy to wit, Happinefs ; but tn the 
Means they differ y as to divine, fo to this human 
Felicity j and the Caufe is much thefamcy not always 
Want of Light and Knowledge, but Want of ufmg 
them rightly. Men fide with their Paffuins agiaitfi 
their Reafon, and their fmi ft er Interejls have fojftrong 
a Biafs upon their Mindsy that they leati to them 
e^iainft the Good of tU Tbings tfaej knofw* 
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SecondI]r> / do not find a Model in the TForld^ thai 
Tfm, Placoy and fome ftngular Emergencies have not 
muffarily altered \ nor is it eafy to frame a civit 
Government J that Jhallferve all Places alike. 

Thirdly, / know what is /aid by thejeveral Ad^ 
msrerso/MonzTchYj Ariftocracy, anduemocizcy^ 
tubicb are the Rule of one^ a feWj and manjy cmi 
are the three common Ideas ofGvuemmenty when Men 
Sfcoterfe on that Sidgedi. But I chufe to folve th$ 
Controverfy with this fmall Diftin^ion^ and it bo'^ 
loHgs to aU three : Any Government is free to the 
People under it (whatever be the Frame) where thtf 
Laws rule, and the People are a Party to thofe 
Laws; arid more than this is Tyranny^ Oligarchy^ or 
Con/iijiori. 

But Laftly, when all is faid^ there is hardly ona 
Frame of Government in the H^orldfo ill defigned by 
its firft Founder Sy that in good Hands would not do 
wett enough i and Story tells usj the bejiin ill ories 
am do nothing that is great or good; TFitnefs the 
Jewifh and Roman States. Governments^ like Clocks^ 
go from the Motion Men give them ; and as Govern^ 
ments are made and moved by Men^ fo by them theyf 
are ruined too. Wherefore Governments rather depen J 
upon MeUy than Men upon Governments. Let Men 
be good, and the Government can't be bad; if it bo 
illy they will cure it. But if Men be bad, let the 
Goverfiment be never fo good, they will endeavour to 
warp and fpoil it to their Turn. 

I know fome fay^ Let us have good Laws, and no 
matter for the Men that execute them : But let them 
confider. That though good Laws do well, good Men 
do better : For good Laws may want good men, and 
be abolijhed or evaded by ill Men; but good Men will 
never want good Laws, nor fuffer ill ones. ^Tis true^ 
good Laws have fome Awe upon ill Mini/Iersy btH that 
/> «//fer/ tiey have no Power to e/caf e or obalvlh \\>tm% 
and ti^e People are gerurally wtjt and ^ood: But a 
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Uoft and depraved People (which is U the ^e/Oon) 
Uve Laws and an Adnunijiration Me themfelves. That 
therefore which makes a good Conflitutiony muft keep 
ity viz. Men of Wijdom and Virtue^ SiualttieSy that 
hecaufe they defcend not with wordly Inberitancef^ muji 
he carefully propagated by a virtuous Education of 
Yeiutb ; for which After- Ages will owe more to tie 
Care and Prudence of Founders and the fuccejpvt 
Magiftracy^ than to their Parents for their private 
Patrimonies, 

. Tbefe Confiderations of the TVeight of Government^ 
4tnd the nice and various Opinions about it^ made it 
uneafy to me to think of puhlijhing the enfuing Frame 
etnd conditional Laws^ forefeeing^ both the Cenfurei 
they will meet with from Men of differing tlumours 
and Engagements^ and the Occajion they may give of 
Difcourfe beyond my Deftgn. 

But next to the Power of Neceffity^ (which is a 
Solicitor that will take no Denial) this induced me ti 
A Compliance^ that we have (with Reverence to GOD, 
and good Confcience to Men) to the befi of our Siillp 
contrived and compofed the FRAME and L AWS^ 
of this Government, to the great EndcfallGo^ 
vemment J wiz. To fupport Power in Reverence 
with the People, and to fecurc the People from the 
Abufe of Power; that they may be free by their ju^. 
Obedience^ and the Magijlrates honourable for their 
juft Adminijlration : For Liberty without Obedience is: 
Confufiony and Obedience without Liberty is Slavery^. 
To carry this Evennefs is partly owing to the Confti" 
tutiony and partly to the Magiftracy : Where either 
of thefe faity Government will be fubje^ to Comml" 
pons ; hut where both are wanting^ it muft be totally 
fuhverted : Then where both meet 9 the Government is 
like to endure. Which I humby pray^ and hope GOD 
mil pleafe to make the Lot of this of Pennfylvania.

KNOW YE, That for the Well-being and Go-' 
venunent of the (aid Province, and for the Encou- 
ragement of all the Freemen and Planters that 
vma^ be therein concerned, in Purfuance of thfi 
Powers afore-^mentioned, I, the faid WiHiam 
Pewij have declared, granted and confirmed, and 
by thefe Prefents, for me, my Heirs and Affigns, 
do declare, grant and confirm, unto all the Freemen,^ 
-Planters and Adventurers, of, in and to the faid 
Province, thefe Liberties, Franchifes, and Proper- 
ties, to be held, enjoyed and kept by the Freemen, 
Planters and Inhabitants of the faid Province of 
Pennfyhania for ever, 

IMPRIMIS. 

That the Government of this Province fhall, 
according to the Powers of the Patent, confift <rf 
the Governor and Freemen of the faid Province, in 
Form of a Provincial Council and General Aljemr 
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bly» by whom all Laws {hall be maje. Officers 
chpfen, and publick AfFairs tranfafted, as is heie« 
after refpcdlively declared. That is tofayy 

xl« 

That the Freemen of the faid Provmce (hall, 
on the twentieth Day of the twelfth Month, which 
fiiall be in this prefent Year One Tboufand Six 
Hundred Eighty and Two^ meet and afTemble in fome 
lax Place, of which timely Notice Ihall be before* 
band given by the Governor or his Deputy, and 
then and there (hall chufe out of themfelves feventy- 
two Perfons, of moft Note for their Wifdom, Vir- 
tue and Ability, who fhall meet on the tenth Day 
of the firft Month next enfuing, and always be 
called and a6t as the provincial Council of the faid 
Province. 

III. 
That at the firft Choice of fuch Provincial 
Council, one third Part of the faid Provincial Coun-

S'ving Judgment upon Criminals impeached, and 
hoice of Officers, in fuch Manner as is herein 
after mentioned ; not lefs than two-thirds of the 
whole Provincial Council (hall make a ^orum ;

That the Governor and provincial Council 
ihall at all Times fettle and order the Situation 
of all Cities, Ports, and Market-Towns in every 
County, modelling therein all publick Buildings, 
Streets, and Market-Places, and (hall appoint 
all neceflary Roads and High-ways in the Pro- 
vincc* 

XI. 

That tbe Governor and provincial Council (hafl 
-ftt all Times have Power to infped the Manage* 
ment of the publick Treafury, and puni(h thofe 
who (hall convert any Part thereof to any other 
Ufe, than what hath been agreed upon by the 
Governor, provincial Council, and General Af*- 
Tembhr. 

XIL 
That the Governor and provincial Council (haU 
€re£t and order all publick Schools, and encourage 
and reward the Authors of ufeful Sciences and 
laudable Inventions in the faid Province. 
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XIII. 
That for the better Management of the Powers 
and Truft aforefaid, the provincial Council ihall 
from Time to Time divide itfelf into four diftin^ 
and proper Committees, for the more eafy Admi- 
niftration of the Affairs of the Province, which 
divides the Seventy-two into four Eighteens, every 
one of the which Eighteens fhall confift of fix out 
of each of the three Orders or yearly Eleftions, 
each of which iball have a diftim^ Portion of Bu- 
iinefs, as foUoweth : Firjl^ A Committee of Plan- 
tations, to fituate and fettle Cities, Ports, and 
Market-Towns, and High-ways, and to hear and 
decide all Suits and Controverfies relating to Plan- 
tations. Secondly^ A Committee of Juftice and 
Safe^^, to fecurc the Peace of the Province, and

And, Fourthly , A 
Commitee of Manners, Education, and Arts, that 
all wicked and fcandalous Living may be prevented, 
and ^at Youth may be fucceflively trained up in 
Virtue and ufeful Knowledge and Arts : The ^o- 
rum of each of which Committees being fix, that isj 
two out of each of the three Orders, or yearly Elec- 
tions, as aforefaid, make a conftant and ftandfng 
Council of Twenty-four, which will have the 
Power of the provincial Council, being the ^«^- 
rum of it, in all C^fes not excepted in the fifth Arti- 
cle 5 and in thefaid Committees and ftanding Coun^

WHEREAS "WiLLLAM Pehn, Proprietary 
and Governor of the "Province of. PermfyU 
vania, and Territories thereunto 'belongiag, hath, 
cut of his great Kihdnefs and Goodnefs to the In- 
habitants thereof, been fayqucably pleafed to give 
and ^rant unto them a Charter, of Liberties. and 
Privileges, dated ihc Tw^7ity'^thD2Ly of ihe ^- 
icond Month , One Thou/and Six Hundred and Eighty^ 
two :' By which Charter it isrfaid, the Governmeot 
ih'alJ -cpnfift of the Governor and Freemen of the 
faid Provinqe,: in the Fojfm of a provincial Council 
and general Aflembly ; and that tthe proi^incial 
Council (hall cohfift of feventy-two Members,, to 
be chofen by the Freemen ; and that the general 
Aflembly may, the /S^y? Year, confift of the whole 
Body of the Freeholders, and ever after of ait ^ 
eleftcd Number, not exceeding two hundred Pet'' 
fonsj without the. Confentof the provincial Coun* 
pil.and. general AfTembly : And fuch'Ailembly t9 
fit yearl/ on the twentieth Day oi ti\^ tbird^w&W'^ 
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«s in iht Jtrfii fecond^ tbtrH^ Jixih^ fouffemth aitS 
fodemth Articles of the Charter, Reference being 
<hereuntohad, doth mxxt at large appeaV. 

And forafmuch as this Charter was the jirji 
of thofe probationary Laws, that were aj^eed to 
end made by and between the Proprietaryi:and 
Governor, and Freemen in Engtand^riiAt Were 
Purchafcrs in this Province, which (aid Laws^ in 
tjie whole and in eVcry Part thereof, wiere to bt 
fubniitted to the Explanation and Confirmation of 
the firji provincial Council and general Aflembly 
that was to be held in tliis Province, as by the 
Title and Jirft Law of the faid Agreement dotb 
"plainly appear. 

, And whereas, the Proprietary and Governor 
liath, according to that Charter, iflued oiit Writs 
to the refpeftive Sheriffs of the Jix Counties of 
this Province, to fummon the Freemen thereof, to 
chufe in each County twehe Perfons of moft Note 
for their Sobriety, Wifdom, and Integrity, to fervc 
9n provincial Council; and alfo to inform the 
Freemen that they might come, for this Time, in 
their own Perfons, to make up a general Aflembly, 
^ccordine to Charter. And that the faid refpedive 
Sheriffi by their Returns, and the Freemen by 
their Petitions to the Proprietary and Governor, 
have plainlv declared, that the Fewnefs of the 
People, their Inability in Eflate, and Unikilfu)ne& 
in Matters of Government, will not permit thern 
to ferve in fo large a Council and AfFembly, as by 
the Charter is exprefled \ and therefore do defire^ 
that the Members nowchofen to be their Deputies 
and Reprefentatives, may ferve both for provincial 
Council and general AfTembly J thatistofav, thr^ 
*ut of each County for the proVin<iial Council, 
«id the remaining mne for the general Affeiftbly^ 
According to Aft, as 6iUy arnd amply as if the faid 
jpsrovfnciai Council. and ^'iTOtA ^SfeicWi?} Vsa^cottr 
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IHlcd of the fard Numtcrs of Meitibers mentioned 
in the Charter of Liberties ; upon Confideration of 
tte Premiffes> and that the Proprietary and Governor , 
may teft*^ his great Willin^neffs to cortply with 
tiiat ^hich may be moft eafy and pleafing, he is 
'willing that it be ena£t;ed : 

Ana be it £ha6led by die Proprietary and Go- 
Verrior^ by dhd ^th the unanimous Advice and 
Confeiit of the Freemen of this Province, and 
Territories thereunto belonging, in provincial 
Council and general Aflembly met, That the 
-Numbers defired by the Inhabitants in their ieveral 
Petitions, and exprefs'd to be their Dcfircs by the 
Sheriffs Returns to the Proprietary and Governor, 
to.ferve as th^ provincial Council and gehersd 
Aflembly, be allowed and taken, to all Intents and 
^urpofes, to be the provincial Council and generd 
Aflembly of this Province : And that the ^orum 
fliall be proportionably fettled, according to the 
Method exprefs'd in the fifth Article ; that is to 
fay, tpo thirds to make a Quorum iii extraordinary 
Cafes, and one third in ordinary Cafes, as is pro* 
vided in the faidyJ^ Article : Which faid provin- 
cial Council and general Aflembly, fo already 
chofen, are and fliall ^ held and reputed the legal 

Provincial Council and general Aflembly of the 
rovince and Territories thereof, for this prefent 
Year; and that' from and after the Expiration 
of this prefent Year, the provincial Council fliall 
confift of three Perfons out of each County, aa 
fiforefaid; and the Aflembly fliall confift 6f^ 
Perfons out of each County ; which faid provincial 
Council and general Aflembly may be hereafter 
enlarged, as the Governor, and provincial CouncU 
and Aflembly fliall fee Caufe, fo as the faid Number 
Jo not, at any Time, exceed the Limitations ex- 
prefs'd in the third and fixteenth Article of the 
Charter, my Thing in thU K&, oi itv^ ci^^x K^> 
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Charter or Law, to the contrary in any wife noH 
vvithftanding. 

And becaufe the Freemen of this Province and 
Territoricf thereof, are deeply fenfiblc of the kind 
and good Intentions of the Proprietary and Gover- 
nor in this Charter, and of the Angular Benefit 
that redounds to them thereby, and . are deiirous 
that ic may in all Things beft anfwer the Deiign 
of the publick Good, the Freemen of the faid pro- 
vincial Council and general AfTembly met, having 
unanimoufly requefted feme Variations, Explana- 
tions and Additions, in and to the faid Charter, 
lie, the Proprietary and Governor, hath therefore 
yielded that it be cnafled : 

And it is hereby ENACTED, That the Time 
for the Meeting of the Freemen of this Province 
and Territories thereof, to chufe tjieir Depjiitiei 
to reprefent and fcrve them, in provincial Council 
and general Aflembly, fhall be yearly hereafter, • 
on the tenth Day of the fr/I Month ; which Mem- 
bers fo chofen for the provincial Council, Ihall 
make their Appearance, and give their Attendance, 
in provincial Council, within twenty Days after 
their Election ; and the faid Members elcdled to 
ferve in general Affcmbly, ihall yearly meet and 
alicmble, on the tenth Day of the faid third 
Month, to the End' and Purpofes declared in the 
Charter, at and in fuch Place as is limited in the 
(aid Charter, unlefs the Governor and provincial 
Council Ihall, at any Time, fee Caufe to the con* 
trary. 

And whereas it is cxprefs'd in the faid Charter, 
That the Governor and provincial Council (hall 
prepare and propofe to the general Aflembly, all 
Bills which they ftiall think fit to- pafe into Laws, 
within the faid Province : Be it E N A C T E D 
by the Authority aforcfaid. That the Governor 
juid provincial CouucW fti^W Wn^ \.l\t Power pf 
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preparing and propofins to the j^neral Aflembly, 
all Bills that they {halTjointly aflent to and think 
fit to have pafsM into Laws, in the faid Province 
and Territories thereof^ that are not inconfiftent 
with, but according to the Powers granted by the 
King^s Letten Patents to the Proprietarv and 
Governor aforbfaid ; which Bills fiiall be pubtiflied 
Ml the moft noted Towns and Places in the faid 
Province and Territories thereof, twenty Days bew 
fore the Meeting of the genersd AfTembly afore- 
find.

§f England, from the Penahies ^ certain Laws ; 
and then and there the Mayor io prefented, (hall- 
make his folemn Affirmation and Engagement for 
the due Execution of his Office. 

And that the Recorder, Sheriff, Aldermen, and 
Common-Council-Men, and all other Officers 
of the faid City, before they or any of them (hall 
be admitted to execute their refpe£tive Offices, 
ihall make and fubfcribe the faid Efeclarations and 
Profeffion aforefaid, before the Mayor for the Time 
being, and at the fame Time (hall be attefted for 
the due Execution of their Offices refpedlively ; 
which Declarations, Promifes, and Atteftations, 
the Mayor of the faid City, for the Time beings 
is hereby impowered to take and adminifter ac- 
cordingly. 

Anddiat the Mayor, Recorder, and Aldermen 
of the (aid City, for the Time being, (hall be 
Juftices of the Peace and Juftices of Oyer and 
Terminer ; and are hereby impowered to afl: with- 
in the faid City and Liberties thereof accordingly, 
as fully and amply as any Juflice or Juftices of the 
Peace, or Oyer and Terminer, can or may do with- 
in the faid Province. 

• And that they, or any four or more of them 
(whereof the Mayor and Recorder of the faid City, 
for the Time being, (hall be two) (hall and may 
for ever hereafter have Power ind Authority, by 
Y'mw of thefe Picfents» to hdir'and enfquiie iRt^ 

all 
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all and all Manner of Treafons, Murders, Man- 
flaughten, and all Manner of Felonies, and other 
Crimes and Ofivnces, Capital and Criminal, what* 
foeviery according to the Laws of this Province and; 
of the Kingdom of England^ with Power alfo to' 
hear and determine all petty Larcenaries, Routs, 
Riots, unlawful AiTemblies ; and to try and puni(h 
all Perfons that (ball be convi£led for Drunkennefs, 
Swearing, Scolding, breaking the Peace, or fuch 
like OflRwices, which are by the Laws of this Pro- 
vince to be punifhed by Fine, Imprifbnment or 
Whipping; with Power alfo to award Procefs 
againft all Rioters and Breakers of the Peace, and 
to bind them, and all other Offenders and Perfons 
of evil Fame, to the Peace or good Behaviour, as 
any Juftice or Juftices of the Peace can do, with- 
out being accountable to me or my Heirs, for any 
Fines or Amerciaments to be impofed for the faid 
Offences, or any of them. 

And I do hereby impower them, or zny four of 
them (whereof the Mayor and Recorder for the 
Time being (hall be two) with the City Sheriff 
and Town-Clerk, to hold and keep a Court of 
Record, Quarterly, or oftener, if they fee Occa- 
fion, for the enquiring, hearing and determining 
of the Pleas and Matters aforefaid ; and upon their 
own View, or after a legal Procedure in fome of 
thofe Courts, to caufe all Nuifances and Encroach- 
ments in the Streets of the City to be removed, 
and punifh the Parties concerned, as the Law and 
Ufage in fuch Cafes (hall require. 

And I do by thefe Prefents affign and appoint, 
that the prefent Mayor, Recorder, and Aldermen 
herein before-mentioned, be the prefent Juftices of 
the Peace, and Oyer and Terminer, within the 
faid City ; and that they and all others that fhall 
be Mayors, Recorders, and Aldermen of the faid 
City far the Time being, fhall have full Power 

and 



and Authority, and are hereby impowered and 
authorized, without any further or other Com- 
miffion, to be Juftices of the Peace, aad of Oyct 
JUid Terminer, within the (aid City for ever 5 and 
fhall alio be Juftices of the Peace, and the Mayor 
and Recorder fhall be of the Quorum of the Ju-

.fttces of the faid County, in their refpeSve Courts 
where the fame fhall be cognizable. 

And that it may be lawful to and for the faid 
Mayor and Commonalty, and theirSacceflbrs, when 
they fee Occafion, to mA a Gaol or Prifon and 
Court-Houfe within the faid City. 

And that the Mayor and Recorder for the Time 
being, fhall have, and by thefe Prefents have 
Power to take Recognizance of Debts there, ac- 
cording to the Statute of Merchants, and of Ac- 
tion Burnelj and to ufe and affix the common 
Seal thereupon, and to all Certificates concerning 
the fame. 

And that it may be lawful to and for the 
Mayor of the faid City, for the Time being, for 
ever hereafter to nominate, and from Time to

And I will that the Coroners to be chofen hf 
the County of Philadelphia for the Time being, 
fhall be Coroners of the faid City and Liberties 
thereof; but that the Freemen and Inhabitants of 
the faid City fhall, from Time to Time, as often 
as Occafion be, have equal Liberty with the In- 
habiUuits of the faid County, to recommend or 
chuf<; Perfons to ferve in the re(be6Hve Capacities 
of Coroners or Sheriffs for the County of Pbik>» 
de^bioj who fhall refide within the faid City. 

And that the Sheriff of the faid City and Coun^ 
ty for the Time being, fhall be the Water-Baili^ 
who fhall and may execute and perform all Things 
belonging to the Office of Water-BailiflT, upon 
Delaware River, and all other navigable Riven 
and Creeks within the faid Province. 

And in Cafe the Mayor of the faid City for the 
Time being, fhall, during the Time of his Mayor* 
alty, mifbehave himfelf, or mi (govern in that 
Office, I do hereby impower the Recorder, Al- 
dermen, and Common-Councii-Men, or five of 
the Aldermen and nine of the Common-Council- 
Men of the faid City of Pfdladelphia^ for die 
Time being, to remove fuch Mayor from his Of* 
fice of Mayoralty ; and in fuch Cafe, or in Cafe 
of the Death of the faid Mayor for the Time 
beinff, that then another fit Perfon fhall, within 
fouruzys next after fuch Death or Removal, be 
chofen in Manner as is above direded for eleAing 
of Mayors, in the Place of him fo dead or tt* 
moved. 

And left there fhould be a Failure of TufHce of 
Government in the faid City, in fuch interval, t 
do hereby appoint. That the eldeft Alderman for

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ther Mayor be choren as aforefaid ; and in Care of 
the Difability of fuch eldeft Alderman, then the 
next in Seniority (hall take upon him the faid 
Office of Mayor, to exercife the fame as aforefaid. 

And in Cafe the Recorder, or any of the Al- 
dermen or Cdmmon-Council-Men of or belonging 
to the faid City, for the Time being, fhall mif- 
1>ehave him or thcmfelves in their refpedUve Offices 
and Places, they (hall be removed, and others 
chofen in their Stead, in Manner following, that 
is to fay ^ The Recorder for the Time being may 
be removed (for his Mi(bcliaviour) by the Mayor 
and two thirds of the Aldermen and Common- 
Council-Men refpe61ively ; and iii Cafe of fuch 
Removal, or of the Death of the Recorder, then to 
chufe another fit Perfon (killed in the Law, to be 
the Recorder there, and fo to continue during 
Pleafure as aforefaid. 

. And the Alderman fo mi(behaving himfelf, may 
be removed by the Mayor, Recorder, and nine of 
the Aldermen and Common Council- Men; and in 
Cafe of fuch Removal or Death, then, within y^//r 
Days after, to chufe a fit Perfon or Perfons to fup- 
ply fuch Vacancies; and the Common-Council- 
Men, Conftables, and Clerk of the Market, for 
Mifbehaviour, (hall be removed, and others chofen, 
'as is direded in the Cafe of Aldermen. 

And I do alfo, for me and my Succeflbrs, by 
thefe Prefents, grant to the faid Mayor and Comr 
monalty, and their Succe(rors, that if any of the 
Citizens of the faid City (ball be hereafter nomi- 
nated, eleded, and chofen to the Office of Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Common- Council-Men as afore- 
faid, and having Notice of his or their Election, 
ihall refufe to undertake and execute that Office to 
which he is fo chofen, that then, and fo often, it

And to make (and they may makej, ordain, con- 
ftitute and eftablifii) fuch and fo nuny good and 
xeafonable Laws, Ordinances and Conftitutions 
(not repugnant to the Laws of England and thi9 
Government) as to the greater Part of them at 
fuch Common-Council afiembled (wher^ the Mayor

And the fame Lawi, Ordinances, Orders and 
Conftitutions fo to be made, to put in Ufe and 
Execution accordinriy, by the proper Officers of 
the faid City ; and at tneir Pleafure to revoke^ 
alter, and make anew, as Occafionfhall require. 

And alfb impofe fuch Mulfis and Amei ciaments

PrmM al^ 
waysj That no Perfon or Perfons hereafter, Ihall 
have Ridbt of elc£ting or being defied, by Virtue 
of thefe Prefents, to any Office or Place jimcial or 
minifterial, nor (ball be admitted Freemen of the 
faid City, unlefs they be free Deniaens of this Pro- 
vince, and are of the Age of twinty^m Years or 
upwards, and are Inhabitants of thefiiid Citv, and 
have an Eftate of Inheritance or Freehold therein, 
or are worth ^y Pounds in Money, or other Stock, 
and have been refident in the faid City for the 
Space of two Years, or fhall purchafe their Free- 
dom of the Mayor and Commonaltjr aforefaud. 

And I do further grant to the faid Mavor and 
Commonalty of the City of Pbilodelphia^ that they 
and their Succeflbrs, (hail and may for ever here- 
after hold and keep within the faid City, in every 
Week of the Year, two Market-days, the one 
upon the fmrth Day of the Week, and the other 
mpoa ihe/evMb Day of vbe Weck^ in fuch Place

And I do for me, my Heirs and Affigns, bv 
Virtue of the King's Letters Patent, make, erecl 
and conftitute the faid City of Philadelphia^ to be 
a Port or Harbour for difchargin^ and unlading of 
Goods and Merchandize out of bhips. Boats, and 
other Veflek \ and for landing and fhipping them 
in or upon fuch and fo many Places, Keys and 
Wharfs there, as by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common-council of the faid City, Ihall from Time 
to Time be thought mofl expedient for the Ac- 
conmiodation and Service of the Officers of the 
Cuftoms, in the Management of the King's Affairs, 
and Prefervation of his Duties, as well as for 
Convcniency of Trade. 

And I do ordain and declare, that the faid Port 
or Harbour Ihall be called the Port of Philadelphia^ 
and {hall extend and be accounted to extend into

Landing-places and Members belonging thereto, 
for landing and (hipping of Goods, as the faid 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Common-council for the 
Time being, with the Approbation of the chief 
Officer or Officers of the King's CuAoms, j(hall 
from Time to Time think fit to appoint. 

And I do alfo ordain, that the Landing-places

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Blui-anehmr^ iaving to all Pcrions their iuft and 
legal Right and Properties in the L»ands io to be 
open, as alfo the Swamp between BtuP& Btdldings 
and the Society-hill^ (ball be left open and common 
for the Vfc and Service of the faid City and all 
others, with Liberty to dig Qocks and make Har- 
bours for Ships and Yeflels, in all or any Part of 
the faid Swamp.

In Witnefs whereof, I the faid fFtUiam Penn^ 
at Philadelphia in Pennfylvania^ have unto this pre- 
ient Charter of Liberties fet my Hand and Broad 
Seal, this twenty-eighth Day of OSfober^ in the Year 
of our Lord One Thoufand feven Hundred, and Onu 
being the thirteenth Year of the Reign of King 
WILLIAM the Tbirdj over England, Scotland^

Notwithftanding which Separation of the Pro- 
vince and Territories, in Refptdt of Legiflation, 
I do hereby promife, grant and declare, That the 
Inhabitants of both Province and Territories, 
(ball feparately enjoy all other Liberties, Privileges 
and Benefits, granted jointly to them in this Char- 
ter, any Law, Ufage or Cudom of this Govern- 
ment, heretofore made and pra^ifed, or any Law 
made and pafied by this general Afiembly, to the 
contrary hereof notwithftanding.
